Correction - The following comments 
have been made by Esmon R. George in 
regard to the Advance Preview of the 
Revell® 1/72nd scale Tomcat that 
appeared in the April edition (Vol 5 Iss 4). 

The small sprue does not contain the 
TARPS pod, but the dual sensor nose 
pod. No wing pylons are fitted on a 
Tomcat, as the weapons are carried on 
the wing gloves. The mounting holes and 
pylons are visible on the wing gloves. The 
kit seems to have a sprue missing, as the 
intake trunks have holes for the external 
fuel tanks which are an almost permanent 
feature of operational Tomcats. However, 
there is no sign of the tanks on the 
sprues, nor indeed any indication of parts 
to add the various lumps and bumps for 
the ECM systems that the D model has. I 
would therefore hope that these are 
included on an additional sprue, perhaps 
with a LANTIRN pod, LGBs and other 
AAMs. 

Finally the presence of the wing glove 
vanes indicate that this kit is not a new 
tool at all, as the D does not have these 
fitted and earlier versions have them 
wired shut. If it is a new tool, Revell have 
not done their homework, which would 
be extremely disappointing. 
Our thanks to Esmon for taking the time 
to bring these points to our attention.

The Kit 

The subject of this kit is the single seat, 
straight wing 11-2. It features a wooden wing 
and tail without the fuselage strengthening 
ribs or aileron balance weights - suggesting a 
later production 11-2. 

The manufacturer provides you with a 
"standard" 11-2 (light grey) plus additional 
parts (dark grey) for the particular variant, in 
this case the wooden wing and RS82 rockets. 

The parts are well moulded with recessed 
panel lines; some flash is present but is easily 
removed and all the sprues are lumped into 
the box together with the transparencies, 
decals and instructions. 

Instructions 

A single sheet, written in Russian, English, 
French and German is provided. Illustrations 
and line art are of good quality with detailed 
views of the forward cockpit and landing 



gear. Paint references are given for Humbrol 

and Agama paints. 

Overall, the instructions are reasonably 
clear for this variant, the only omission being 
how the bombs are assembled, but this 
presents no problem. 

Construction 

As with all Dakoplast Sturmoviks, the kit 
goes together reasonably well at first but 
requires some work when combining the 
main sub-assemblies i.e. wing, fuselage and 
interior. 

The cockpit is well detailed (I only added 
my usual masking tape harness straps), 
however part 32 (armour plate) is specific to 
the two-seat version of this aircraft and 
requires drastic trimming if the canopy is to 
fit. The undercarriage and wheel bay area is 
nicely represented, if brittle. 

The fit of the fuselage halves on this 
particular model was better than in the past 
but still repays careful cleaning and fitting. 

As I have mentioned before, do not 
attempt to cement part 13 (part of the air 
intake channel) to the top of part 12 (the 
exhaust) as indicated in stage 6 of the 
instructions and then expect part 13 to fit 
snugly in place within the fuselage, it won't!! 
Part 13 is best fitted individually after the 
fuselage halves have been glued together but 
before the wing centre section is fitted. 

Similarly, it is necessary to pare away the 
sides and front of the hole in the wing centre 
section and to clip back the end of part 3 1 in 
order to locate the cockpit assembly in the 
centre wing section. 

The landing light was just glued in place 
as provided and then sanded down to the 
line of the wing, following up with polishing 
grade paper and Johnson's Klear. 



The intakes at the side and underside of 
the nose are separate items which have to be 
pared away in order to sit properly; more 
work but the finished result looks far more 
convincing than "moulded in" intakes. 

The outer wings simply butt onto the 
centre section and care is required here to 
continue the dihedral; I managed to get it 
right this time! 

The three-part canopy is adequately 
transparent, but the degree of armour plate 
contained within means much internal detail 
is "lost" unless you opt for a drawn- back 
canopy which, given the thickness of the 
transparencies, will require some work. 

Minor omissions include the 7.62mm 
machine guns, pitot tube and gunsight, all 
quickly rectified with stretched sprue. 

The RS82 rockets look decidedly 
undernourished and I must admit I 
substituted ones from the spares box. 

Accuracy 

The model scales out exactly in length (38ft 
lin) and wingspan (47ft 1 lin) with the 
prototype according to my principal source, 
"IL-2 Sturmovik in action" from 
Squadron/Signal Publications. Dakoplast 
have captured the overall stance and look of 
the original well. 



Colour Options 

Two options are offered; one is a the famous 
winter-camouflaged machine flown by N.A. 
Zub in 1941 (prior to his being awarded Hero 
of the Soviet Union); the other depicts an 
unidentified green/brown aircraft on the 
Estonian Front in summer 1942. 

Decals 

The decals fragmented, but not to the same 
extent as my previous experiences with 
Dakoplast decals (however the airframe 
stencils went completely). Commendably 
thin, the only problems were some silvering 
on the rocket sight-lines and the wishy- 
washy nature of the yellow rudder band, 
which when applied appears more lime- 
green than yellow. Incidentally, this band is 
shown white in some sources, with the red 
star outlined in yellow, not white as here. You 
pays your money.... 

Decal Rating = 3/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

Another robust example of the Sturmovik 
from Dakoplast; recommended despite the 
occasional frustration and those decals!

The Kit 

Parts are cast in pale orange-coloured 
resin with lightly engraved and raised 
detail, much of it sketchily indistinct. 
Numerous air bubble pinholes and thinly 



cast areas were evident on my sample, the 
cockpit floor on one fuselage half being 
reduced to a translucent wafer, while the 
port wing suffered distortion to its leading 
edge and was much thicker in cross- 
section than its starboard companion. The 
kit includes optional parts to build a GP-1, 
GP-2 or GP Especial. 

Instructions 

Three A4 sheets giving a history of the type 
in somewhat fractured English, an exploded- 
view assembly drawing, and monochrome 
side-views of the six colour scheme options 
with explanatory text in Spanish and English 
and Humbrol paint references. The side- 
views, which I guess were originally in 
colour, are poorly reproduced, and not helped 
much by the accompanying painting 
instructions, which carry such advice as, 
"intrados of the wing and careened of the 
train in obscure red, as is the motive of the 
derive's edge...". Hmm. My 30-year-old O- 
Level Spanish wasn't much help there. 

Construction 

All parts have been trimmed, but require 



cleaning up of mating surfaces before 
assembly begins. The fuselage is in two 
halves-common to whichever version is 
chosen, with a 'two-hole' open cockpit 
coaming for the GP-1, rear turtledeck for the 
two-seat closed-canopy GP-2, or a combined 
turtledeck/cockpit coaming for the single- 
seat GP Especial. I chose to model the latter. 
Two seats are provided and there is some 
cast-in sidewall detail, but nothing else in the 
way of cockpit interior. On my sample the 
port fuselage half was about 1.5 mm longer 
than the starboard, and consequently mis- 
matched in depth along most of its length as 
well. To keep the rudder and cast-on tailplane 
roots in alignment I opted to square up the 
rear end, leaving the GP Especial's cockpit 
opening/turtledeck to take care of the 
'stagger' in the cockpit area. On reflection, it 
might have been better to have sawn the 
'short' half in two, aligned both parts with 
the longer fuselage, then filled the gap. The 
turtledeck/cockpit section needed to be 
blended in with filler, but still the profile of 
the nose forward of the cockpit showed a 
distinct kink not present in the 
accompanying side-view or on photographs 



of the real machine, so I used MiUiput to 
remedy the discontinuity. 

Next step was to add the wings. As 
mentioned earlier, the port wing was 
distorted, imparting a banana-shaped curve 
to its leading-edge which gave it a slightly 
swept-forward appearance. This seems to be 
endemic to the kit, because the example 
illustrated on the box-top art shows a similar 
fault. The one-piece wing halves have tongues 
that fit into a gap in the lower fuselage; much 
filler was needed to blend the tongues in 
before rescribing the fuselage/wing 
separation line. Tailplanes are butt-jointed to 
their stub ends, filler again being needed. 
Two locating holes are provided on each 
fuselage side for the ends of the tailplanes' V- 
strut bracing, but these are not provided nor 
shown on the assembly drawing, nor is the 
location of the tailplane end of the strut 
assembly indicated. 

With the main airframe together all that 
remained was to add the 'trousered' 
undercarriage legs, which are cast complete 
with wheels (one colour option, the post-war 
GP-2 EC-AAM, had unfaired undercarriage 
legs, but these are not provided). The 
undersurfaces of the wings have indentations 
for the fairings, but these do not exactly 
match the shape of the legs themselves; filler 
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needed again. Two canopies (long and short), 
and a pair of windscreens are provided as 
vac-form transparencies. They are somewhat 
crude, with very heavy framing, wafer-thin at 
the trimmed edges and, in the case of the 
short canopy fitted to the GP Especial, did 
not fit at all well. Overall the standard of fit of 
all components can only be described as 
execrable. Had this not been a review kit I 
doubt that I would have persisted with it. 

Accuracy 

Gerald Howson's 'Aircraft of the Spanish Civil 
War 1936-39' gives the GP-l's wingspan as 
1 1.6 metres and length as 8.5 metres; the 
model scales out at 1 1.8 metres and 8.7 
metres respectively, so if that sole reference 1 
have is correct it may be slightly oversize. 
Given the kit's other problems that would be 
the very least of my concerns. In profile the 
cowling/nose area looks far too shallow to 
have accommodated the Walter Junior/Major 
or DH Gipsy Major inverted inline engines 
that powered the full-size aircraft.

The Kit 

The kit comes in an end-opening box with 
two of the four colour-option painting 
guides on the underside. Inside are the 
instructions, decal sheet and the sprues, 
consisting of the usual light grey plastic and 
a small clear sprue for the two-piece canopy. 
Unfortunately these are not bagged, being 
left to rattle around the box and my 
example had one wing and both canopy 
parts detached, leaving the latter slightly 
scratched (when will manufacturers learn?) 
The components are up to the standard we 
have come to expect of Italeri, being crisply 
moulded with engraved panel lines and 
detail, and virtually no flash present at all. 

Instructions 

The instructions give a brief description of 
the two-seat type along with technical 
details in eight languages (thankfully one of 
them English!). Part maps are provided, 
with the construction being 
comprehensively dealt with in nine stages in 
the familiar pictorial format. These are 
supported by sub-assembly boxes for 



smaller parts and construction alternatives. 
Painting and decal schemes are shown for 
all four options, and the instructions are 
clear and unambiguous throughout. Colours 
are keyed to the Model Master range, 
together with a description and ES. 
reference. Full internal painting instructions 
are also provided during construction. 

Construction 

In traditional style this starts with assembly 
of the cockpit tubs and ejection seats. 
Excellent raised detail on instrument panels 
and side consoles benefits from some 
drybrushing, and the ejection seats feature 
moulded-on straps. The seats have holes at 
the rear that need filling, and I would 
probably replace them with aftermarket 
resin items to show off the interior if 
building the model again. That said, those 
provided are adequate really. Fuselage, 
wings, air intake, two-seat fillet and their 
associated items all went together flawlessly, 
with the weight to add to the nose being 
noted at the appropriate stage. 
Undercarriage and ordnance (I chose the 
AIM- 120s as they appear to be more 
accurate than the Sidewinders) were 
assembled and painted but left off until 
after the final painting of the aircraft. No 
crew is provided, the undercarriage is only 
shown in the lowered position and there is 
no option for having the canopy open either, 
despite it being provided in two pieces. Still, 
these were oddities rather than problems, as 
the kit went together quickly and smoothly. 
Fit of parts was very good, with only a touch 
of filler being used at the upper wing-root 
joins and two-seater fillet. 

Accuracy 

The kit's dimensions are 153mm by 
210mm, which works out at 1 1.02m and 



15.12m respectively. Both Jane's 'Aircraft 
Recognition Handbook' (1998 Edition) and 
the kit instructions give dimensions of 
10.50m span and 14.52m length, making 
the model overscale (about l/68th). 
However, Defence Data Ltd (via the 
Eurofighter Typhoon homepage on the 
internet - http://eurofighter-typhoon.com) 
give dimensions as span 10.95m and length 
14.96m, which make the model spot on in 
this scale. Overall the model certainly looks 
like our future Tornado replacement, and so 
I will give Italeri the benefit of the doubt 
this time and I'm sure there are those out 
there who will pursue this matter more 
vigorously than myself. 

Colour Options 

Colour and decal options for trials aircraft 
of all four of the participating countries are 
provided, though the colour scheme is 
almost identical for each - low visibility grey 
(Humbrol 127) with the odd touch of flat 
black (Humbrol 33). I thus chose the 
Spanish example for the review as it seemed 
to have the most decals to apply! I finished 
the model in Humbrol colours throughout, 
followed by a coat of Humbrol 165 satin 
varnish after decalling. 

Decals 

These are certainly better than some of 



glossy, quite thick and have extensive carrier 
film, but adhere well. With only registration 
letters to be applied to the flat fuselage sides 
on my chosen example (the rudder emblem 
and inscription which this aircraft carried 
according to photographs are not included) 
there was no need for setting solutions. 

Decal Rating = 8/10 

Conclusion & Recommendation 

One of the pleasures of ranges such as 
Dekno's is that it awakens you to obscure but 
significant and often charismatic subjects 
such as the Gonzalez- Pazo GP-1. They inspire 
(indeed demand) enlightening research, and 
result in models that are sure to baffle most 
observers when you place them on the table 
at your local model club. But, the high price, 
set against overall poor quality of the 
components and compounded by fit 
problems, leaves me unable to recommend 
this kit. For the most dedicated Spanish Civil 
War fans it will no doubt be a 'must have', 
warts and all, and believe me there are plenty.

Conclusion and Recommendation 

I thoroughly enjoyed building this model, 
and I can't think of anyone who 
wouldn't! Beginners attracted to this 
aircraft have a wealth of detail with 
plenty of bits and no construction vices. 
The competent modeller can have an 
EF-2000B sitting on his shelf in a few 
days and the superdetailer has a good 
base to work his or her magic upon. In 
my opinion this two-seat variant has 
more graceful and flowing lines than the 
single-seater, and would be a credit to 
any modeller's collection. At the price of 
just over a fiver, it comes highly 
recommended to all skill levels.

The box is a little flimsy and could be 
missed on the shelf, as the box art is fine 
but the brown frame surrounding it is a 
bit drab. This is the Heller kit repackaged 
with new decals. The moulding has not 
suffered in its new incarnation. It is clean, 
bar a little flash that's not really worth 
mentioning (well why did I mention it?). 
The detail is still as good as when it was 
first released in late 1976 early 1977. The 
fabric rendition is very good as well as the 
raised panel lines. Unlike the Heller kit 
the transparencies come in their own bag 
which in my book is a good thing. There 
was a slight blemish on one of the 
transparencies but the Heller kit had it as 
well. Or at least mine did. 

The Instructions 

These consist of an A4 sheet folded in 
half. They are well drawn, neat and clear 
and have an edge over the Heller ones. But 
there are some inaccuracies carried over 
from the Heller instructions (see later) 



and the canopy doesn't correspond to the 
instructions in regard to the holes for the 
aerials as there is no need for them in 
most cases. The diagrams are neat and are 
to 'scale' as opposed to other very basic 
sketches by some firms. The paint scheme 
is vague but Humbrol colour equivalents 
are used. 

Construction 

The kit went together well, although 
according to my drawings the fuselage is a 
little narrow near the cockpit area. The 
fuselage is slightly too long by 1.5mm. The 
parts supplied also include the MS. 500 
which doesn't get a mention in the 
instructions. Pantera suggest assembling 
the canopy as a separate area but I found it 
easier to assemble it as part of the fuselage. 
Here a new canopy top would be a good 
idea as there is no suggestion that either 
variation had the aerials as the kit shows, 
so you end up with cabin ventilation for 
the crew. The tailplanes should be the parts 
numbered 14 and 17 not 14 and 15. Heller 
made the same mistake here, parts 15 and 
16 are for the MS.500. The model needs 
additional sprue work in the cockpit to be 
more representative. The air cooler is for 
the MS.500 and needs to be thinned down 
or made from scrap. I altered the 
undercarriage to represent the Storch in 
the landed position as the kit is modelled 
in the flying position. I removed about 
3mm from the undercarriage legs. Other 
than that the kit was fine. My only real 
complaint with this model in that the 
rudder is too thick and not quite the right 
shape; the shape in the Airfix kit is closer. I 
cannot make comment on the Academy 
example as I have not seen it (yet). Don't 
forget the age of this kit though. 

Accuracy 

Accuracy is pretty good. Spot-on 



according to my Aviation News and 
Aircraft Archive plans except for the 
slightly too long and thin fuselage. Actual 
dimensions are 46' 9" span by 32' 6" 
fuselage. The span is spot on and the 
fuselage is about l-5mm too long (Excuse 
me using both imperial and metric 
measurements.). This definitely looks like 
a Storch to me. A plane that looks like it's 
namesake. 

Colour Options 

There are two options given: an A-l of 
the Royal Bulgarian A.F. which by its 
designation must be an early version as 
the C 8c D models were built in larger 
quantity. 

The other version is a K-l? of the 
Finnish A.F. (Possibly K is an export 
model designation? Even though they 
only bought two.) Humbrol colours are 
suggested as H.30 and H.195 and both 
are listed as green in the instructions, 
and H.65 for the lower surfaces. I 
finished my model as the Bulgarian 
version, a nice change. 



Decals 

The decals are by Techmod and are of 
excellent quality and good colour density. 
Carrier film is almost nonexistent leading 
to little if any trimming. There was a 
small blemish on one of the decals which 
a touch of black soon put right. They are 
lovely and thin and reasonably sturdy. But 
care should be used. They will only suffer 
a little handling. They adhered well and I 
used Humbrol Decalfix to help. 

Decal Rating = 9/10. 

Conclusion & Recommendation 

I enjoyed building this one; I like the 
Storch anyway. Built straight from the box 
it's a good kit. With a little T.L.C. it makes 
an excellent kit. I think that it is suitable for 
a relative beginner despite the dangly bits. 
Highly recommended for reconnaissance 
and Luftwaffe enthusiasts. A very good 
representation of this unique machine.

The Kit 

Moulded in light grey plastic, with the two 
main sprues separately bagged, the kit 
features fine recessed surface detail, 
detailed wheel wells, weighted tyres, 
external fuel tanks, clear wing-tip, landing 
and formation lights, plus decals for the 
canopy framing. The canopy itself is 
relatively thick in comparison with other 
recent Hobbycraft offerings. The visible 
cockpit details (instrument panel, 
gunsight, crash bar) are finely detailed, on 



a par with the best kits in this scale. In 
comparison, the cockpit tub is somewhat 
simplified, but there's enough to satisfy 
the casual builder while offering scope to 
superdetailers and an opportunity to 
after-market producers. 

Instructions 

The six-sided fold-out instructions 
illustrate the eleven-step assembly 
sequence. Basic detail painting guidelines 
are called out in Step 6. The two colour 
options are illustrated on the reverse, with 
colour matches to Humbrol, Floquil and 
Model Master paints. The instructions 
don't show the crash bar and gunsight 
installation, but they may have been 
removed from these display aircraft. 

Construction 

Test-fitting showed the kit to be well 
engineered, with tight joins along panel 
lines. The characteristic short rudder of 



the l Dash One' Bearcat is cleverly provided 
as a separate insert. I started assembly 
with the cockpit, adding a throttle 
quadrant, some Eduard photo-etched 
details and Reheat placards. This was all 
painted with Pactra and Polly Scale 
acrylics with details picked out in various 
colours, and careful washing and dry- 
brushing with oil paints to highlight 
detail. Assembly generally followed the 
recommended sequence, with the 
tailwheel and other small parts left until 
final painting and decalling were 
complete. The wing halves clicked into 
place after shaving the wheel wells a bit. 
While the wing to fuselage join was a 
good dry fit, the underwing trailing fillet 
sank a bit when glued with Tenax 7R 
liquid cement. Minor adjustments were 
therefore required to correct a small step 
at the wing root. Apart from this and a 
minor correction to the lower cowling 
join, fit throughout was excellent. Except 



from touches to smooth the underwing 
join and some sprue cutting scars, no 
filler was required. After masking the 
cockpit, wheel wells and wing leading 
edges, I shot on a coat of Halford's White 
Plastic Primer. This was rubbed down 
with fine wet and dry and 3M synthetic 
steel wool to provide a smooth surface for 
the colour coat. 

Accuracy 

The completed model compares well with 
published plans and dimensions. The 
kit's engine looks somewhat generic 
compared with photos of the original 
taken at Pensacola. On the other hand, 
there isn't much of it to see once it's 
under the cowl and behind the big four 
bladed prop. Most importantly, the 
finished product faithfully captures the 
compact, powerful lines of Grumman's 
last piston engine fighter. 

Colour Options 

Two options are provided for the 1949 
Blue Angels flight demonstration season: 
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Yellow Two in blue with the leading edges 
of the flying surfaces in natural metal, and 
the overall Chrome Yellow solo performer 
'Beetle Bomb'. The instructions specify 
Glossy Sea Blue (ANA 602) for the blue 
version. I finished my Bearcat with Model 
Master Blue Angel Blue, since it was a 
better match for the kit-supplied canopy 
framing decals. 

Decals 

Anyone who does Blue Angels subjects 
knows that the markings make or break 
the model. Since most kit-supplied 
markings aren't fully opaque over the blue 
surface, we've usually resorted to separate 
white backing, pirating a second set of 
decals or using after-market products. I 
therefore had a Superscale Blue Angel 
sheet to hand just in case but I'm happy to 
say that my misgivings were unfounded, 
since the kit- supplied markings were 
highly satisfactory. These adhered well 



with no bleed through when carefully 
applied over a glossy smooth surface with 
Microscale setting solutions. Some 
silvering caused by the pebbly Model 
Master finish was easily corrected with 
Micro Sol and a wet lacquer coat which 



sealed the carrier film. A separate sheet 
with decals representing canopy framing 
was also provided. This might seem like 
the latest gimmick to some, but I thought 
they worked quite effectively, featuring 
Interior Green backing and a reasonably 
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good fit. I sealed these with a dip in 
Johnson's Klear. 

Conclusion 

A thoroughly enjoyable weekend project 
representing excellent value for money 
when compared with the old 
Hawk/Testors/Italeri version recently re- 
released by Signum. As much as I loved 
that kit, Hobbycraft wins hands-down 
with a high quality, affordable and up-to- 
date tooling of the classic Grumman 
fighter, offering broad appeal with its 
clean design and range of exotic, colourful 
schemes. While the rivet counters debate 
the finer points, the rest of us will enjoy 
building a kit that looks great. As for me, 
I'll be putting that Superscale sheet to 
good use by building the entire Blue Angel 
team, starting with the 'Beetle Bomb'! 
Highly recommended to all.

The Kit 

The vacu-formed parts are thin and 
engraving is acceptable. The injection 
parts will need some cleaning before use 
and the decals will have to come from the 
spares box as none are included. 

Instructions 

The black and white instructions give a 
good indication of the colour scheme for a 
South African aircraft using Humbrol 
reference numbers. An exploded diagram 
of assembly is included although reference 
is vague in one or two areas. 

Construction 

Construction begins with a good deal of 
cleaning up of the injection parts before 
assembling the cockpit. The cockpit floor is 
difficult to locate and dry-fitting and 
adjustments were necessary. Since the floor 
also provides the front wheel well roof, its 
correct positioning is vital. Once cleaned 
up, the cockpit assembly and the passenger 
seats are perfectly acceptable. The side 
transparencies are moulded integral to a 
part replacement forward fuselage, which 
would alleviate the difficult removal of 
unsightly joins around the glazed areas. I 



did not think the fuselage halves would be 
sufficiently strong to withstand handling if 
I substituted the clear plastic fuselage part 
by cutting out the white plastic, choosing 
instead to cut out the individual glazed 
areas from the white plastic fuselage and fit 
the separated transparencies as one would 
normally. This produced a poor result in 
terms of the final finish; I may have done 
better to at least try Broplan's method. 

On the major sub-assemblies, the fit of 
parts was less than perfect with a 
millimetre mismatch in most joints. Due 
to the inevitable repair that followed, some 
accuracy was lost. The gull wings proved 
most difficult to sand to the right levels 
and after taking good care to follow the 
engraved limits, I still had to wedge the 
wing roots apart and build up the leading 
edges so the roots would match the 
attachment points marked on the fuselage. 
Also poorly matched were the engine 
nacelles, which required a good deal of 
filling to fair them into the wings. The 
engine blocks themselves do not appear to 
match the cowlings and without any 
pictorial references of the Piaggio's rear 
aspect, it is difficult to know how to 
complete this area to satisfaction. 

It is recommended that both the engine 
nacelles and the fuselage are strongly 
reinforced to withstand the filling and 
sanding that will follow. Otherwise 
assembly causes no difficulty except for 
the poor location of the undercarriage. Do 
not forget to add plenty of weight to the 
nose; I filled mine with lead off-cuts since 
the kit is surprisingly tail heavy. The need 
for strengthening around the forward and 
lower fuselage makes the use of the 
transparent fuselage insert suspect since it 
is even softer than the white plastic. 

Accuracy 

With the amount of work needed on the 
major sub-assemblies, any accuracy that 
remains is largely a matter of constant 
measuring back against the quoted 



dimensions. It is almost impossible to 
gauge the span accurately before the wings 
are fixed in place. The published 
dimensions are 14.69 metres span and 
1 1.88 metres length. The model measures 
out at roughly 203mm span and 165mm 
length which is within 1mm of the 
appropriate measurements. If care is 
taken, the span can be made exact through 
regular dry-fitting and measuring. 

The only pictorial references to be 
found were of Italian aircraft and a 
number of differences are apparent, i.e. 
landing lights in the nose and possibly the 
undercarriage doors may vary in 
arrangement. It would be very much easier 
to build the Italian version, since the South 
African numbers and unit emblems are 
problematic. 

Colour Options 

One option is given for a South African 
machine painted in an attractive scheme 
using Humbrol's 169, 33, 25, 22, 1 1, and 
Revell 79 with a light grey interior and 
blue and grey seats. The thin blue line 
separating the two main fuselage colours 
requires care since it comes very close to 
the wing roots. The effect is a pleasant 
two-tone grey and white scheme. 

Decals 

As usual with Broplan, there are no decals 
included with this kit. South African 



insignia from the Airfix Mirage F.l were 
used. The unit shield is quite unique and 
so one was substituted from the spares box 
that gives a similar impression, as was also 
done with the serial number which should 
have been '888'. The serial appears under 
both wings requiring six large and 
unusually shaped figure-eight decals. Since 
I could only gather four I applied the 
number 887, probably fictitious, and only 
meant to convey the impression of the 
finished aircraft. 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

Once cleaned up, and with some care, a fair 
model can be made. I think the Piaggio is 
an attractive design with an interesting 
scheme but the lack of decals for Broplan's 
more obscure offerings is a constant 
challenge. Not that I mind a challenge, but J 
it was not an easy kit to build, taking me 
the best part of 120 hours! Still, more 
lessons learnt and another kit for the 
cabinet. If you are prepared to put the time 
in, then all well and good since it's a lovely 
aircraft. I can only recommend this kit to 
experienced vac-form builders who also 
have a large collection of spare decals or 
the necessary talent to produce their own 
lettering. Good Luck!

The Kit 

The kit comes in a plain white box with a 
pleasing line drawing of the full-size aircraft. 
Parts are cast in light tan resin and sealed in 
separate compartments of a large plastic bag 
for protection. The castings are very clean 
with no visible air bubbles or surface 
imperfections. The main airframe 
components remain attached to their 
pouring gates, while smaller parts are 
carried on a thin, easily cleaned-up wafer of 
resin. Surface detail is very fine, with the 
wings' fabric-over-ribs effect, 
undercambered aerofoil and scalloped 
trailing-edges particularly well done. 

Instructions 

A double side of A4 with exploded- 
view/assembly drawing, Czech & English 
history and three-view painting and 
decalling diagram. 

Construction 

After separating fuselage, wing and tailplane 
halves from their pouring blocks and 
cleaning off the 'wafer' from smaller items, 
construction begins with the interior. The 
A 16 carried three or four passengers in an 
enclosed cabin; the pilot braved the elements 
in an open cockpit. The cabin is made up of 



fore and aft bulkheads, floor and roof. These 
are joined to form a box structure, to which 
are added cockpit floor and sidewall (the 
cockpit is offset to port). An instrument 
panel, control column, rudder pedals and 
'shelf for the pilot (poor chap didn't have 
much in the way of creature comforts!) 

complete the cockpit, while three seats are 
provided for the cabin, each made up of four 
parts. Planet gives no advice on interior 
colours. Given that the A 16's structure was 
all wood I guessed that the cabin might just 
have been varnished, so I finished it in a 
light tan colour, with darker brown seats. 
Whatever colour you choose, little if 
anything will be seen of the cabin interior 
unless you leave the separate door open. 
Acetate sheet is provided for the cabin 
windows, but I preferred to use Kristal Klear 
at a later stage. Once the cockpit/cabin sub- 
assembly has been installed, the fuselage 
halves are joined. Some filler was needed 
along the undersurface joint-line to clean up 
a slight mismatch in profile between the two 
halves. After truing up the forward face of 
the fuselage I installed the cowling front and 
top cover, but left off the 'Rhino horn' 
exhaust for the 100 hp Mercedes D.l engine 
and the starboard side 'washboard' radiator 
until after painting. The assembly diagram 
shows three small 'projections' (I suspect 
they could have been steps for engine 
access) being attached to marked locations 
on the port cowling side. These did not seem 
to be among the parts on the resin 'wafers', 
so I made them from Plasticard. 

Wings are intended to be butt-jointed to 
the fuselage sides, care being taken to ensure 
that the upper surface of the wings is 'flat' 
when viewed head-on. I drilled wing roots 
and fuselage halves to accept brass wire stub 
spars, just to be sure of a good joint; those 
cantilever, solid resin wings are quite heavy. 
Ailerons are separate, and may be suitably 
deflected for added interest (be sure to 
position the control column to suit!) Tail 
surfaces are simply butt-jointed to the 
fuselage. The narrow-tyred wheels are also 
shown simply being glued to the integral 



stub legs on the fuselage, but I drilled them 
to accept short wire axles. Installing the 
tailskid completed the airframe, save for 
control cables to be added after painting. 

Accuracy 

The full-size A 16 had a wingspan of 13.90 
metres and a fuselage length, less rudder, of 
8.50 metres, which equate to 193 mm and 
1 18 mm in l/72nd scale, and those are 
exactly the kit dimensions. 

Colour Options 

One only, for Deutsche Lufthansa's A 16a D 
747 'Norderney', finished in Hellgrau with 
black forward fuselage, chordwise wing 
stripes and narrow outline to rear fuselage 
and tail surfaces. After priming with matt 
grey I airbrushed Xtracolour X221 RLM63 
Lichtgrau, then masked off for the black 
nose and wing stripes. The thin piping 
around the rear fuselage and tail was 
reproduced using strips of black decal film, 
and the whole airframe given a coat of satin 
varnish. The natural wood propeller was 
reproduced with my favouring Dulux 
BrushWood Deep Mahogany. 

Decals 

A small sheet, by Propagteam, provides black 
registration letters for upper and lower wing 



surfaces and fuselage sides, Lufthansa's 
'bird' logo for the rudder and white 
Lufthansa title and individual aircraft name 
for the cowling. As ever with Propagteam 
they were thin and required careful 
handling, but adhered very well and 
required no setting solutions. 

Decal Rating =10/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

This was one of those resin kits that, unlike 
some, evoked an immediate 'feel-good factor' 
upon opening the box, and it continued 
throughout construction. It is a charming 
and easy-to-build replica of a significant 
aircraft, the first product of Focke- Wulf 
Flugzeugbau AG after its foundation in 1 924, 
although designers Heinrich Focke and 
Georg Wulf had previously collaborated. This 
was my first experience of Planet Models, 
and a very happy one. I hope they will cover 
further pre-war German civilian aircraft 
types. In the meanwhile, for fans of early 
airliners, or anyone looking for something 
different, the bird-like Focke- Wulf A 16 (it 
reminds me of a plump pigeon) comes 
highly recommended.

The Kit 

At first glance, 89 parts for an aircraft of 
this size is going it a bit, however this 
fascinating little kit provides sufficient 
parts and decal options for no less than five 



distinct aircraft. The LaGG-3 was produced 
with 66 variants (or series); you are 
specifically offered series 1, 5, 1 1, 35 or 66. 

The kit arrives in a box that is prone to 
flattening but with parts and transparencies 
bagged separately. It is moulded in light 
grey plastic with recessed panel lines; there 
is a little inconsequential flash. However, 
some parts are not too crisp especially at 
the edges (this observation will become 
relevant later on). 

The duplication of aircraft part: for the 
different series is a little daunting, for 
example, two sets of upper wings, three 
different front upper fuselages, two sets of 
tailplanes, two rudders and numerous 
radiator and chin options, not to mention 
the canopy variations! 

Instructions 

A nicely produced 12-page A5 booklet is pro- 
vided, containing well-executed line artwork 
and constructional detail. The text is given in 
Ukrainian (or Russian?), English and German. 
Paint references are given for Humbrol. 



A lot of time and effort has gone into 
producing a lucid and informative 
instruction set; the side and plan elevations 
for each variant are particularly pleasing. 

The only problem I found was that the 
reference to the location of the ventral 
radiator was vague and had to be surmised 
from the side views and other sources. 

Construction 

The cockpit is well detailed; the sidewalls in 
particular show up well after dry-brushing. 
The prominent gun-sight is missing 
though. I found that gluing the instrument 
panel to the cockpit floor stored up trouble 
later on, and it's far better to slot the panel 
into the groove in the (assembled) fuselage 
halves and offer the floor up. 

One of the fuselage halves had a 
pronounced twist at the nose, making 
assembly difficult. The solution was to 
cement the rear fuselage and rudder first, 
line-up and let dry, then tackle the front 
with the aid of tape. The problem is 
compounded by the fact that chin and front 



upper fuselage parts have to be 
incorporated as well. Good luck! 

I liked the separate wheel wells but I did 
not like the fact that no allowance for them 
had been made in the upper wings i.e. I had 
to cut and pare away at the upper wing 
joins to accommodate them (very fiddly with 
a risk of going through the upper wing). 

Anyone wanting a "flying attitude" 
aircraft will find that the undercarriage 
doors are flat and do not follow the 
contours of the fuselage/wing root. 

The distinctive wing-root air intakes are 
missing and they will therefore need to be 
drilled and shaped in the wing-roots. I also 
drilled out the machine-gun ports in the 
upper fuselage and replaced the kit pitot 
tube with stretched sprue. 

I felt that the undercarriage legs and 
doors were a little too thick and that the 
trailing edge could be a little thinner, but I 
didn't bother rectifying these minor 
quibbles. 

Whilst the transparencies are super- 
dear, modellers of the Series 66 aircraft will 
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find that no allowance has been made for 
the longer canopy. Part of the fuselage will 
need cutting away and the side windows 
will need trimming. As it is, the side 
windows will need careful fitting into the 
fuselage anyway - the side windows have 
the correct profile so it is the apertures that 
need re-shaping. 

You are provided with drop tanks and 
RS82 rockets. This aircraft was fitted with 
either six or eight rocket rails; I fitted six. 

Despite my comments, this kit was an 
enjoyable build. A recurring feature is 
that most parts needed to be actively 
fitted to each other. On first glance the 
kit's parts look all well and good but, 
subtly, they do not fit! It is therefore 
necessary to proceed slowly and carefully 
to minimise the use of filler. How 
annoying this is depends on your 
outlook. I personally found great 
satisfaction in producing a "hand-fitted" 
model that needed next to no filler. Those 
of you requiring a quickie build will be 
disappointed. 

Accuracy 

The model scales out exactly in length 



(8.81m) and is about 1mm too short in the 
wing (9.81m) according to my principal 
source, the excellent French periodical "Le 
Fana de 1' Aviation", May 1997. 1 have since 
obtained the Squadron Signal "LAGG-3 In 
Action" booklet, that offers a 
comprehensive volume detailing every one 
of the 66 series - in it I notice that the 
shape of the exhaust shield of the Series 1 
aircraft is incorrect. 

I found this a particularly attractive 
aircraft and the overall stance and look of the 
finished model captures the original well. 



Colour Options 

The five options offered are: a grass- 
green/black-green Series 1 from the 
Karelian front in 1944; a winter Series 5 of 
the Baltic Fleet in 1942; a grass-green/black- 
green Series 1 1 from the Karelian front in 
1942; a grass-green/black-green Series 35 
of the Moscow Air Defence Zone 1942 or a 
blue grey/steel grey Series 66 from the 
Black Sea Fleet 1944. 

I went for the "cat and mouse" markings 
of the Series 1 machine from the Karelian 
Front. The white spinner and white 




markings are set off nicely against the two- 
tone green. 

Decals 

The decals are quite thin and I'm afraid I 
messed up with the cat and mouse (so 
much so that I went and bought another kit 
for the decals!). Stencilling is provided for 
the propeller blades and fuselage sides. 
However the decals have a lot of carrier film 
which required enormous quantities of 
Johnson's Klear to eradicate. 

Decal Rating = 5/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

Despite my comments regarding fit, I 
enjoyed this kit, and the resulting aircraft is 
a pleasing and unusual subject. 
Recommended provided you're not in a 
hurry. I'm looking forward to completing 
the rest in the series now, but what to do 
with all the left-over bits? I'm thinking of 
vac-forming a fuselage and lower wing to 
produce a flight of "flying attitude" LaGGs!

The Kit 

Even though this kit has been around for a 
couple of years and has recently been re- 
tooled to a Ki-46 III configuration, it has 
lost none of its appeal (to me 
anyway). Crisply moulded in a light grey 
plastic, the kit has engraved panel lines, but 
these are rather faint in some places and 
could easily be lost by the application of too 
much paint. The parts are held on four 
reasonably large sprues, with one for the 
clear parts. They are all bagged to stop the 
clear parts getting marked. 

Instructions 

These are Tamiya's usual style. Assembly is 
completed in eleven stages and painting 
notes are called out where appropriate. 
'Nuff ' said really. 

Construction 

Construction starts, as usual, with the 



cockpit. Both parts are well detailed, but no 
doubt the super detailers will find 
something to add. The instrument panel has 
raised lines, but no decals, so I dry brushed 
them, and both cockpits need seatbelts 
added. All the sources I have for the interior 
of Japanese aircraft disagree with each other 
so I painted it Humbrol 78, with a little 
more light grey in it. Probably wrong, but I 
don't build that many Japanese aircraft - 
that's my excuse and I'm sticking to it! 

The fit of both cockpits is absolutely 
awful. I inserted the cockpits without glue, 
then applied superglue where they touched 
the cockpit walls. (Both parts were inserted 
like this.) I then did what (little) I could to 
fill the gaps. The fuselage join is no better. I 
think the best way to join them is to glue the 
tail together, then work forward, gluing 2 or 
3 cm at a time, using liquid poly. Thankfully 
the rest of the construction went well. The 
engines are particularly noteworthy, 
capturing the look of the originals very well. 
Two styles of spinner and propeller are 
provided. I used D 1 1 and D 1 2, while D 1 4 
and D15 went into the spares box. Don't fit 
the undercarriage after you've installed the 
wheel wells and glued the wings together. If 
you do, you'll have to snap the location tabs 
to get the main oleos to fit in. 

The canopy sections, if modelled closed, 
are a rather tight fit, but to close them 
would be a crime considering the interior 
detail. Remember to fit pieces A24 and A26 
before you fix C12 in place. I didn't! 

Accuracy 

The Dinah scales out to 36ft 1.2 inches in 
length, and 48ft, 2.4 inches in wingspan, 
compared to 36ft 1 in and 48ft, 2.75 in, 
using 'The Concise Guide to Axis aircraft of 
W.W.II.' I doubt if it could be any closer, and 
it's got 'Dinah' written all over it. 



Colour Options 

The kit has three schemes, all in IJN dark 
green over IJN Light Grey (boring, boring, 
boring!) but the tail area adds a blast of colour 
to finish. I went for an aircraft from 'Hiko' - 
10th Sentai, 1st Chutai (best tail art) and hand 
painted AeroMaster Army Dark Green over 
Humbrol 64. 1 found the AeroMaster paint 
rather thick and it dried far too fast for my 
liking. Also its finish left a lot to be desired, 
definitely not what I'm used to from 
Aeromaster. The wheel wells were painted the 
same colour as the cockpit interior. 

I used Humbrol Matt Aluminium over 
the main colour scheme to replicate the 
extensively worn paint around the 
leading edges. 

Decals 

These are thin and adhere well to the 
model. Too well in places - they stuck fast 
to where they were applied and broke up 
when I tried to move them. Also, when I 
did manage to move them, they lifted the 
paint off with them! Definitely the 



strongest decal glue I've ever seen! I had to 
clean up the decals and touch-up the 
paintwork, but compared with the other 
problems I had with the kit, this was one of 
the easiest to sort. I painted the wing 
leading edges with Humbrol 24, instead of 
using the decals provided, before going 
over them with Humbrol aluminium. 

Decal Rating = 8/10. 

Conclusion & Recommendation 

Well, I got this kit to help me unwind at the 
end of each day, but I got so wound up with 
it at times I just cracked! I had to work at it, 
but I think the end result is worth the work. 
I will be buying more - don't ask why! 

Some easier kits under the belt would 
be helpful before attempting this one, as 
well as lots of patience! Recommended to 
the intermediate and above who likes a bit 
of a challenge.

The Kit 

First issued as a Lufthansa scheme aircraft 
and then as an Austrian Airlines version (in 
Austria only) this kit has been around for a 
short while. Moulded in slightly off-white 
with open fuselage windows and a clear 
cockpit, the engraved panel lines are very 
crisp and just deep enough to show very 
lightly through a coat of paint. 

Instructions 

Produced in the now usual booklet form of 
twelve pages, the first five being language 
translations and a paint reference chart. The 



last page has four views to be used for 
painting and decal placement but these are 
very small drawings and could do with 
being larger. 

Construction 

Very straightforward and it doesn't take long 
before the aircraft takes shape and is 
recognisable as an A340. 1 had a few fit 
problems with the under fuselage pan that 
contains the main wheel wells, as there 
doesn't seem to be enough material on the 
inside of the fuselage to get a good join. Use 
superglue for the best attempt. The front 
undercarriage leg is supposed to be placed in 
the wheel well before joining the fuselage, but 
this means it is easy to break and difficult to 
fix. If you shave a short piece off the locating 
pin on one side and use superglue to fit the 
leg this can be done afterwards. The cockpit 
glass did not fit easily and had to be sanded 
top and bottom to squeeze in. Other than a 
quick seam-sand the kit fitted very well. 

Accuracy 

Well it looks like an A340, as the basic shape 
and nose shape are good. The wing should 
have slightly more negative camber on the 
outer trailing edges but it isn't noticeable 
unless you look hard. The span of the real 
aircraft is 60.3m (scale 41.8cm) and length 
63.7m (scale 44.2). The kit measures 41.1cm 



and 43.1cm respectively, so it is well within 
scale, plus it was difficult to measure span and 
length with winglets and overhanging tail. 

Colour Options 

The aircraft is white on the whole fuselage and 
I used Halfords white primer for this which 
was then polished out and coated with Future. 
I find this gives a more realistic gloss white 
than one of the high-gloss white paints. The 
wings are light grey (Revell 371) with 
corrogard centres on the upper surfaces. I 
mixed this using Chrome Silver and Dark Grey, 
but an easier option is available in the form of 
corrogard inserts from aftermarket decal 
manufacturers. The tail colour was a subject of 
discussion by members of the internet Airliner 
Modellers Digest and it was found to be 
green/blue/black depending on the lighting. 
Revell recommend mixing 80% Moss Green 
(62) and 20% Night Blue (54). I added some 
black as it didn't seem dark enough. 




Decals 

The decals are for an Air Canada aircraft 
registration C-FYLC, and look quite accurate 
to me. The decal sheet has lots and lots of 
small stencils and it took me over six hours 
to apply them all. I did not use any sol/set 
solutions and no silvering was seen. The 
decals were very thin and adhered very well, 
though one item to watch is that decals 60 
and 63 have been swapped on the 
instructions 

Decal Rating = 9/10 

Conclusion & Recommndations 

An easy-to-build and wellfitting kit, with no 
major problems and a nice colour scheme. 

Recommended for all builders as it is 
quite a large kit for the money.

The Kit 

The kit is made up of 41 injection moulded 
parts which are all coloured blue/grey, along 
with 3 clear parts (including optional 
canopies). All major components are 
contained on three sprues, sealed in a 
plastic bag. The decals are also sealed in 
their own plastic sheet, with the 
instructions, loose, at the bottom of the box. 

Inspection of the three sprues reveals 
remarkable detail for a kit of this scale, with 
fine raised and recessed panel lines. Also of 
note is an excellent cockpit 'tub' with a finely 
detailed instrument panel, which reacts well 
to a spot of drybrushing. 



Instructions 

Academy's sheet is well laid out and easy to 
follow, with painting details pin-pointed at 
every stage of the construction. Federal 
Standard numbers are listed for the exterior 
colours only. 

Construction 

The kit builds up very easily and really it's 
up to your drybrushing of the cockpit and 
engine to make this model stand out. Care 
has to be taken when attaching the wings to 
the fuselage, but if you take your time with 
this and allow it to dry, then I'm sure you 
will have a terrific l/72nd scale replica of 
the Corsair. The kit is very accurate with 
only a few minor quibbles. The antenna 
protruding from the tip of the tail is 
missing, as is the formation light on top of 
the fuselage. Academy have also attempted 
to represent the lower fuselage aerial, but 
this is way too thick. There is no pilot 
supplied with the kit and as a result, if you 
decide to position the canopy open, then 
you will need to embellish the pilot's seat, 
which seems the correct shape but has no 
detail to it. 

Other than these minor points, the kit is 
probably the best of the Corsair in this scale 
on the market at the present time. 

Accuracy 

According to the illustration carried in the 
Encyclopedia of Aircraft Volume 1, the real 
F4U-1D had a span of 12.497m and a length 
of 10.16m, with the kit having 'actual' 



measurements of 12.24m and 10.08m; a 
touch undersized if my information and 
calculations are accurate,but it certainly 
looks the part. 

Colour Options 

Two options are available, a three-tone F4U- 
1A of VF-17, and an overall gloss navy-blue 
F4U-1D of VMF-212. 1 chose the F4U-1D 
which was flown by Captain Delong who 
was training in the States with this 
particular aircraft in 1945 after completing 
his tour of duty in the Pacific. I therefore 
decided to leave off the fuel tank and bomb 
which are with the kit and kept weathering 
to a minimum. 

I used AeroMaster US Navy Sea Blue 
(1045) sprayed with gloss varnish, to get the 
correct finish using Tamiya XF-2 flat white 
for the undercarriage and propeller spinner, 
Humbrol 78 for the cockpit and Humbrol 53 
for the engine. 

Decals 

The decal sheet includes stencil details as 



well as the major markings for the two 
options. As the majority of the markings 
are white, at first glance the sheet appears 
to be empty as the decals are also on a 
white background which makes the 
identification very hard! A different 
coloured background sheet is really 
required Academy! The decals were applied 
using Micro Set and Sol and conformed to 
the model satisfactorily, but the actual 
decals are a bit too thin and lose their 
opacity once settled on the dark blue paint. 

Decal Rating = 7/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

This is the first real 'modern' Academy kit I 
have made, and I have to say the level of 
quality is right up there with our oriental 
friends. Ideal for beginners and the 
experienced. You will not be disappointed 
with this one. Recommended.

The Kit 

If the box art looks familiar, it's because 
it's a thinly disguised copy of Italeri's 
MH-53J, which is an indication of what's 
inside! The sprue pattern is identical to 
Italeri's but the moulding has some flash, 
sink marks and rough edges to be dealt 
with, and some of the smaller detail is a 
bit vague. The raised and engraved surface 
detail is quite good and the whole thing is 
moulded in a 'sand' coloured plastic. The 
interior panel detail by the rear ramp is 
missing from this version, which suggests 
it may be a discarded early Italeri tooling. 

Instructions 

The instructions are also a copy of Italeri's, 
minus the sprue plan. They include all the 
colour painting references, together with the 
FS numbers, for both the USAF colour 
options provided. For a kit of this size, the 
instructions could have been a bit bigger to 
improve the clarity of the placement of 
some parts. 

Construction 

Apart from the general clean-up of parts 
before use, construction is fairly 
straightforward and the fit of parts is 
generally OK. The interior goes together 
well although the cockpit rear bulkhead 
doesn't fit flush with the fuselage interior. 
The clear nose section presents a bit of a 
challenge; the detail isn't as sharp as its 
Italeri counterpart and the shape of the 
windscreen pillars has become confused

with that of the wipers. In addition to 
this, the edge where the nose attaches to 
the fuselage is 'flared' and needs a fair 
amount of filing down to get it to fit flush 
with the fuselage sides. Still at the nose, a 
good fit of the additional equipment 
housing at the base is impossible without 
the need for filler, even after you have 
removed the location 'stump' for the 
HH-53 refuelling probe. 

The windows down the side of the 
fuselage don't seem to fit the holes very 
well, even after their shape has been 
corrected, and Kristal Kleer (or similar) can 
be used to replace them. 

Accuracy 

All the kit's major dimensions, fuselage 

length (11.2 inches) and overall length 
(14.7 inches) and height (4.15 inches) all 
scale down accurately from the impressive 
dimensions of the real aircraft (67 feet 2 
inches, 88 feet 3 inches and 24 feet 1 1 
inches respectively) given in the World 
Encyclopaedia of Civil and Military 
Helicopters. Only the main rotor diameter 
of 72 feet 3 inches came up just short at 
1 1.9 inches instead of 12.04. The finished 
model captures the look of the real 
machine very well. 

Colour Options 

The kit provides painting instructions and 
decals for both the 'Desert Storm' version 
and the more common three-colour 
green/grey 'lizard' scheme. The instructions 
show both sides and top and bottom of each 
scheme, although you'll need good eyesight 
or a magnifying glass to see exactly where 
the colour patterns meet. 

Decals 

The decal sheet is a rough copy of Fujimi's 
MH-53J sheet containing 95 individual 
subjects. The problem is, the instructions 
don't actually tell you where to put all the 
stencilling and walkways not in the Italeri 
kit. The sheet does provide a range of serial 
numbers and the white 'Desert Storm' 
invasion stripes but good reference material 
is essential as no two 'Gulf machines 
appear to be exactly the same and most of 
the stencilling and warning signs were not 
re-applied on top of the desert scheme. 

The print quality is a little rough around 
the edges and too thick in places, resulting 
in the size and shape of some of the figures 
appearing incorrect, and the USAF insignia 
is supplied in three colours instead of the

black stencilled version now used on 
camouflaged machines. The carrier film is 
thin with a satin finish and it adheres quite 
well to a gloss-painted surface. 

Decal Rating = 7/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

The conclusion is, there are better versions 
of the MH-53J 'Pave Low III' on the market 
in terms of overall quality. However, a 



decent model can be produced by a 
modeller with a reasonable amount of 
patience and ability, and perhaps with some 
replacement decals in their spares box. On 
this basis though, I can't really recommend 
this particular kit.

There 
are a number of 
assemblies that will 

require the 
construction of 
etched pieces to 
make up one piece, 
and I think many 
will simply not 
want to do this. That is a shame as the 
overall level of detail is excellent in each 
set. The wicker seats and small details in 
the WWI sets are far better than anything 
we have seen before and I am sure many 
WWI fans will want to have a go with 
these sets. If you have the skills and want 
to add a lot more to your models have a go 
with a PART set, they are highly 
recommended to all.

n recent months the kit 
manufacturing world seems to 
have gone mad on l/48th scale Yaks 
with offerings ranging in price and 
quality from the Accurate 
Miniatures group of Yak- Is to the 
ICM family of Yak-9s. Eduard's addition to 
the assortment is an increasing mini-series 
of Yak-3s which provides the modeller 
with a choice between a basic injection 
moulded offering and a fully fledged 
mixed-media kit with only a fractional 
price difference. 

Although it has a very low series 
number the -3 was the ultimate evolution 
of the WWII Yak fighters. The Russian 
obsession with fighters of enormous 
engine capacity wrapped in a tiny airframe 
presented the designers with problems but 
they were all sorted out with the 
development of the Yak-3, which made a 
terrific impact even though it only reached 
the front-line squadrons from June 1944 
and has been widely described as the most 
manoeuvrable of the 'modern' WWII 
fighters, ie employing retractable 
undercarriage, cannon armament, etc. Like 
many aircraft the Yak-3 saw several minor 
changes during its career and the Eduard 
kit provides the modeller with the 
definitive three-gun aircraft.

For a well presented though (of 
necessity) brief history of the Yak-3 and its 
place in Soviet aviation history I cannot 
recommend highly enough the Midland 
Publishing title "Soviet Combat Aircraft of 
the Second World War". It doesn't have the 
same level of intense coverage as a 
monograph but it is sufficient for the 
modeller with a more catholic taste and is 
a lot more inspirational where 'follow-on' 
projects are concerned, while those 
determined to produce the highest 
standard of model will find the A-J Press 
monograph, available via Pol Models, a 
very economic one-stop source. 

The Kit 

Eduard's kit is presented in a very 
professional manner with high quality full- 
colour artwork including photos of a built- 
up model. The box contains two sprues 
moulded in a medium-grey polystyrene 
plus a single transparent sprue, and in this 
'Profi-Pack' kit we also see a single etched 
brass fret with its associated photo-film 
and a pair of cast resin main wheels. One 
touch which may also be included in the 



'basic' kit is a sheet carrying a pre-cut 
canopy mask, a neat and high quality 
addition to a very inexpensive kit. 

In detail the part count is as follows: 53 
injection moulded (including five 
redundant parts) and six transparencies, 
two cast resin and 55 etched brass. 

Four decal options are given on a sheet 
produced by Aeromaster, three being in the 
basic two-tone grey over light blue 
camouflage: yellow 15 of the 1st Guards

All of the aircraft feature 
flamboyant fuselage markings of one type 
or another with distinctive zig-zag arrow 
markings, patriotic emblems and slogans. 

The instructions are excellent with ten 
stages clearly displayed on both sides of an 
eight-page A5 fold-out sheet, which include 
most of the detail colours being picked out 
and (a real bonus here) some of the 
assembled parts being shown as accurate 
side views. These help a lot in the proper 
alignment of many finer parts and they 
should be carefully studied - it's the voice of 
experience speaking here! A separate sheet 
provides the colour and markings plans, 
while a very neat additional touch is a full- 
colour A5 size flyer showing details of one 
of the recently built reproduction Yak-3's. 

Surface detail consists of sharply 
indented panel lines around the nose and 
the underside of the wing with crisply 
outlined control surfaces. The Yak-3 




First step, the replacement of many sidewall features with etched brass parts

cockpit interior components are very neatly 
produced, the equal of anything we see 
from the big oriental names. One down- 
side is the excessively thick trailing edges 
to the flying surfaces. On the one hand this 
may be an acceptable trade-off made by 
the manufacturer to obtain a high standard 
of finish in other areas of the injection 
moulding process, but on the other there is 
evidence that Eduard can get this feature 
absolutely right - witness the Bell X- 1 and 
their WWI aircraft kits. I certainly do not 
see any of the usual evidence of the 
'limited run' process that bedevils the 
output of some other manufacturers. 

Getting it together 

Built 'straight out of the box' the Yak-3 will 
present few problems even to the modeller 
who hasn't tried a multi-media kit before. 
The only real problem is the almost total 
lack of any locating pins and sockets so a 
greater level of care is demanded during 
construction. 

Most of the etched brass parts are used 
up in the cockpit and the first task is to 
remove some of the internal detail moulded 
on the fuselage sides. This is a simple task 
using riffler files and No. 10 scalpel blades, 
though the individual modeller can make 
his own mind up as to the value of such a 
direct replacement of the existing moulded 
detail which is extremely fine. 

A quick tip: one of the biggest problems 
with these tiny etched brass parts is their 
habit of catapulting out of sight as they're 
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The kits seat back, radio tray and side consoles with etched parts. Notice the dark red plastic rod added 
where necessary 

force the completed sub-assembly into the 
fuselage especially as the cross-section tapers 
towards the bottom. Leaving the fuselage join 
forward of the cockpit unglued and putting 
the upper cowling to one side until after the 
wing is attached makes life a lot easier. 

A little extra care (in comparison with a 
'conventional' mainstream kit) is needed to 
clean up the mating surfaces of the long 
join before the halves are glued together, 
and the accurate alignment of the fuselage 
halves is entirely in the hands of the 
builder. The same comment can be applied 
to the wing. This is slightly unusual in that 
it's formed from two full-span panels for 
the top and the bottom with the cockpit 



time here and enjoy the experience, for 
Eduard have made a very good job of it. 

Wing 

Fitting the wing to the fuselage takes a little 
time, for the joint is extremely snug and the 
delicate cockpit has to be manoeuvred into 
place. It does help if the front of the 
fuselage can be sprung apart but once in 
place you'll be hard pressed to find a better 
fitting wing join in any other kit. I used 
Humbrol Liquid Cement for all the major 
joins in this kit, applied with an old- 
fashioned spring nib draughtsman's pen. 

A quick tip: so many kits are now 
providing parts that join along 'panel lines' 
but you sometimes find that the glue itself 
fills the line. One cure is to run the sharp 
edge of a scalpel along the edge of the parts 
where the panel line is supposed to remain, 
bevelling it so the glue can't fill it so easily. 
Don't overdo it or the glue may melt a hole 
in the join line - in fact if anything it's 
better to under-do the scraping!

exhibit, for to my mind it's totally 
inappropriate for a service machine where 
the seat pan was supposed to receive the 
pilot's parachute pack. In short, I 
recommend leaving this oddity (part PE7) 
out of the model. 

The instrument panel is replaced in the 
Profi-Pack kit with an etched brass item 
which features a photo film for the 
instruments themselves. Due to the way in 
which the cockpit is assembled this is both 
exposed and fragile, so with hindsight I'd 
suggest using the original injection 
moulded panel as a backing piece. 

There are 30 parts in the cockpit alone 
(excluding those parts already fitted to the 
sidewalls) so be prepared to spend a little

The Tail 

The tailplane was next to be fitted and I 
needed to ease the locating tabs and slots a 
little bit to get a neat join. Finally the 
radiator housing was fitted in place with its 
etched radiator faces, and I found that the 
faces stood a little proud and prevented the 
housing from fitting neatly. Trying to trim 
down the very fragile radiator parts could 
have damaged them, so instead I decided 
to cut a groove into the bottom of the 
fuselage with an engraving tool. 

This completed the major construction

cut off. I can't get used to working in a 
plastic bag and have found out that 
sticking the fret to a piece of masking tape 
can damage the fragile parts as the tape 
can be too sticky. Help has appeared in the 
form of the new Pritt Roller which lays 
down a strip of double sided adhesive tape 
that (in its 'Re-Positionable' guise) is no 
more tacky than a Post-It note. Great stuff 
when used in place of the masking tape. 

With the interior sidewalls completed the 
fuselage sides are joined at an early stage of 
assembly and I'd strongly suggest that a 
slight deviation is made from the 
instructions at this time. The cockpit interior 
is attached to the centre section of the wing 
and it's very fragile so it's just not practical to 



floor and the undercarriage bays moulded 
as part of the wing, so there are no excuses 
for getting the dihedral angle wrong! Both 
the cockpit side consoles and the seat are 
attached to the wing, and a fair amount of 
time needs to be spent fitting the consoles 
with a multitude of etched brass levers and 
rotary switches, some of which need 
further enhancement with fine plastic 
rodding. The seat back is notable for its 
impressive padding detail and is completed 
with the addition of a Sutton harness from 
etched brass, but I was less impressed with 
the etched 'slab' that is supposed to be 
fitted over the seat pan. I can only assume 
that this is supposed to represent some 
sort of seat cushion added to a museum

uppersurfaces were than sprayed with 
Light Grey and Dark Grey from the Russian 
WWII range, paints 1 190 and 1 191 
respectively, with a fine tip being used in 
the Aztec airbrush. I decided to model the 
Normandie-Nieman aircraft and had to 
spray the tricolour on the spinner. I used 
Testors' bagged paints for this and sprayed 
the white first then used an etched steel 
circle template as a mask for adding the 
darker colours. 

The one disadvantage of AeroMaster 
acrylics (compared with Xtracolor 
enamels) is that they have a matt finish so 
a coat of Johnsons Klear floor polish was 
sprayed onto the Yak to prepare it for the 
decals. These are produced by AeroMaster 
and little more needs to be said. The whites 
are solid, the colours vivid and the register 
is spot on. Some of the decals are 
needlessly massive with the fuselage sides 
being covered with one huge decal from 



so it was time to clean up all the joins. I 
applied filler to the main join along the 
length of the fuselage but found after 
sanding down that it had been redundant, 
while the tailplane joint was a little gappy 
so Tippex was flowed into the join to make 
it good. The wing-to-fuselage joint was 
perfect as it came out of the box. 

Colour options 

This completed, it was time to plug the 
cockpit opening with damp tissue and 
spray the entire model with Halfords 
Acrylic Primer. Masking up the canopy 
parts was a doddle thanks to the superb 
pre-cut masks supplied in the kit, 

A couple of cockpit components had to 
be added before the canopy could be 
fitted, these consisted of a tiny etched 
brass rear view mirror, the gunsight on a 
superbly moulded tubular support frame 
and the clear armour glass behind the 
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PRE CUT CANOPY MASK 
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The provision of a pre-cut canopy mask is a very neat touch

pilot's head. The kit also supplies a piece 
of overhead armour on the etched brass 
fret, but looking at photos I couldn't see 
this at all so I decided to leave it off on the 
basis it would be easier to add it later 
rather than have to remove it and clean up 

the scar. 

The canopy parts were fitted to the 
model with Humbrol Clearfix and fitted 
very well with just a smear of Tippex 
(applied after the interior colour was 
sprayed on the outside of the frames) to 
close the joins completely. 



Aeromaster Acrylics were used to 
complete this model, and I started off with 
a coat of Light Blue ( 1 194) on the 
undersides. A wide strip of masking tape 
was applied over the underside of the wing 
and the part over the wheel wells cut away 
so that the wells and the cockpit framing 
could be sprayed with RLM 02 (1010) to 
match the cockpit interior. Looking at 
contemporary photos it's obvious that the 
Yak had a very soft-edged camouflage so I 
decided that only the undersides of the 
tailplanes and the nose, along the panel 
lines, needed to be masked off. The 



tailplane to windscreen, and plenty of Aero- 
Set is needed to keep the decal moving 
until it's accurately positioned. However, 
there's no risk of silvering providing the 
Klear has done its job, and a touch of Aero- 
Sol sees the decals settling into the fine 
surface detail. After a suitable drying 
period the model was given a wash down 
with clean water to remove any residue 
from the decal setting solutions and a light 



coat of matt varnish from the Testors range 
finished all the paintwork. Some paint 
chipping was applied with Humbrol 
Polished Aluminium and a fine brush, 
judiciously applied bearing in mind this 
was a wooden aircraft, and then some 
smoke stains added from Xtracolor 
Exhaust (X504) and mud smears applied 
as appropriate. 

This all but completed the model and 
there was only the final assembly to do. 
There are more than 30 parts involved in 
the undercarriage and it's a pleasure to say 
that everything fitted perfectly. The only 
foul-up was my own fault and that was the 
addition of the etched brass plates (PE 22 
and 26) to the inside of the wheel wells. I 
didn't follow the drawing in the 

instructions properly with the result that 
the retraction ram and linkage didn't line 
up properly with the flush-mounted plate, 
but it's an invisible error. Just like the 
cockpit interior, be prepared to take some 
time over this area and enjoy the result. 

The Profi-Pack kit provides the builder 
with a pair of 'bulged and flattened' cast 
resin wheels and tyres. They offer no real 
improvement over the versions provided on 
the injection moulded sprue and if 
anything the flats are exaggerated. I did use 
them but feel the plastic ones would look 
better. On the other hand while the purist 
may sneer at the main leg doors in that 
they're provided as one-piece items rather 
than having separate upper and lower 
panels I feel the simplified versions come 
out looking better. Last of all, the propeller 
was assembled and glued into place. 

Accuracy 

Arbitrary measurements do not, in my 
view, present a definitive assessment of a 
kit's accuracy but the figures are always of 
interest. Measuring the model with a scale 
rule gives dimensions of 27ft 9in length 
and 29ft 1 lin span, compared to quoted 
figures (taken from Soviet Combat Aircraft 
of the Second World War) of 27ft lOin and 
30ft 2in respectively. I have no complaints 
at all as far as the silhouettes and sections 
are concerned. 

Refinements 

Let's be honest, a kit has yet to be 
manufactured that doesn't give its builder an 
opportunity for some enhancement or 




Over thirty parts go into the undercarriage and it ends up looking convincing as a result 
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modification if they want to add a personal 
touch. Every part of a kit represents a 
compromise between what the manufacturer 
knows a rabid modeller wants to see and the 
cost they know the mainstream kit basher is 
prepared to pay. So, none of the following 
points should be read as criticisms, they're 
just areas where a necessary compromise 
has left the enthusiast with something to do. 
I only followed through on a few of these 
ideas myself. 

Cockpit Interior 

Here the tubular structure is represented as 
flat-topped ridges on the fuselage sides. It 
could be improved by scraping off the ridges 
below the cockpit sills and then adding a 



tubular framework from thin plastic rod 
with the replacement etched brass parts 
added to the new structure as appropriate. 

All of the trailing edges will look better 
for being thinned down. This is easy for the 
rudder and wings for they're formed from 
two parts and the interior of the edges can 
be scraped or sanded back, but the 
elevators are one-piece items and are a 
different matter. Thinning these down will 
remove all the delicate rib detail and I can't 
help wishing that in this Profi-Pack 
offering Eduard had included some cast 
resin control surfaces rather than the 
wheels which were of debatable value. 

The blast tubes for the cowling guns are 
just shown as indentations and can be 



improved a lot by drilling them out and 
adding machine gun barrels from steel or 
plastic tubing. While the fine drills are out, 
why not also drill out the ends of the exhausts, 
the muzzle of the motor cannon and the vent 
at the rear of the starboard cowling? 

The intakes in the wing roots have a 
prominent splitter plate and this can be 
added from thin plastic card before the 
wing parts are joined together. 

Like any model the control surfaces, 
landing flaps and radiator flap can be cut 
away and repositioned, but take care with the 
radiator flap for it's not as simple as it looks! 

Watch out for the radiator for if the 
etched brass parts are used without any 
backing then you can see right through the 
radiator duct. Use one of the redundant 
plastic parts as a blanking piece. 

Brake lines can be added to the main 
legs from fine rubber 'thread' or flexible 
wire. They run down the inner front of each 
leg and appear to be fixed only at the top, 
bottom and either side of the torque link. 

Don't be tempted to cut big lumps out of 
the wingtips to add navigation lights from 
clear sprue following the 'outline' of the 
lights in the kit. The lights were actually 
carried in tiny teardrop fairings in the very 
tips of the wings, almost invisible, even in 

l/48th scale. 

An aerial wire can be added from heat 
stretched clear sprue, but note how it 
actually passes through the fixed rear 
transparency and visibly connects with the 
radio shelf, part #2 in the kit. 

Though it's far from a scale feature, it's 
easy to allow the propeller to turn. See the 
photos for details! 

Summary 

A really beautiful little kit, one that has 
given me more straightforward enjoyment 
than any other multi-media kit I've built 
recently. In arbitrary terms it's within three 
scale inches in both directions and looks 
right, which makes it pretty accurate in my 
book, and the kit goes together a treat. The 
price is also astounding, a complete and 
well presented multi-media kit for less 
than the cheapest Tamiya, Hasegawa or 
Revell kit of comparable size. 

Thoroughly recommended to anyone 
who fancies building a l/48th scale Yak and 
is prepared to step just slightly outside the 
mainstream of kit building!

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n September 1972, the Direzione 
Generate delle Costruzioni (DGC) of 
the Aeronautica Militare Italiana 
(AMI - Italian Air Force) awarded a 
study contract to Aeronautica Macchi 
for a second generation, state-of-the-art 
trainer as a successor to the MB.326 and 
the Fiat G.91T then in service. Seven 
separate design studies were initiated, 
under the main designation of MB.338. The 
seven MB.338 versions differed mainly in 
the choice of powerplant: single/twin 
SNECMA Larzac 04 (MB.339L/BL), single 
Rolls Royce Viper 623-43 (MB.338V), single

compromise; the airframe owed much to 
that of its predecessor, and especially the 
MB.326K, to which a new forward section 
had been mated to improve rear seat 
visibility. The previous -338 studies would 
have been either too costly or offered little 
or no improvement on the later MB.326 
versions it was supposed to replace. The new 
MB.339 on offer presented some constraints 
in performance when compared to the 
Hawk and Alpha Jet, but it still promised to 
be a major advance on the 326. Main 
features of 'second generation trainers were 
evident and it was significantly cheaper to 
procure and operate than its main 
competitors, while it rightly claimed to 
possess a wider training spectrum, 
dispensing with ab-initio training on 
different aircraft. 

Detailed analysis revealed that the 
Lazard-powered version would offer limited 
performance improvement while 
calculations on the Viper model promised 



AerMacchi possessed the right credentials to create a follow-up to the enormously 
successful MB-326 jet trainer which, apart from being superior in all-round performance, 
would also improve the basic design. There existed a lucrative market for advanced jet 
trainers, although one must admit that competition was beginning to heat up: the BAe 
Hawk, AlphaJet and a host of less significant machines were claiming their share of the 
cake. All things considered, the MB-339 did not fare badly in both home and export sales 
and is best known world-wide through the Italian Air Force's official aerobatic team, the 
Frecce Tricolori. As the type seems to be enjoying quite a following in the modelling 
world lately, with the appearance of at least two new kits, Richard J. Caruana took the 
cue to provide an historical overview together with some highly colourful schemes. 



significantly enhanced flight parameters. 
On this basis, the AMI awarded a contract 
for two prototypes powered by a single 
Viper 632-43 turbojet, a model developed 
jointly by Rolls-Royce and Fiat Aviazione. 
The first MB.339X (MM.588/cn.6573), 
bearing civil registration I-NOVE ('Nove' 
was chosen for the final digit '9' in the 
aircraft's designation), took to the air for its 



maiden flight from Venegono on August 12, 
1976 piloted by Franco Bonazzi and during 
the first week of September it was flown 
non-stop to the Farnborough Air Show in 
UK. By that time it had logged 28 flights, 
clocked Mach 0.8 and had been officially 
presented to the AMI {Generate Dino Ciarlo, 
Chief of Staff flying it for some 40 minutes) 
on August 30.

Service Debut 

Second prototype I-NINE 
(MM.589/cn.6574) performed its maiden 
flight on May 20, 1977, and incorporated 
some modifications through experience 
gained on I-NOVE; the main external 
difference was the inclusion of a NACA 
flush intake on the starboard side of the 
forward fuselage to improve the air- 
conditioning system, introduction of nose- 
wheel steering and provision of an 
anti-skid braking system. Also, the fixed 
rudder trim tab was raised higher up and 
an adjustable trim tab incorporated at the 
base. Meanwhile a third airframe (cn.6596) 
was assigned to static fatigue tests. 

Designation for the production standard 
aircraft was changed from MB.339V to 
MB.339A, and compared to the earlier 326 it 
was equipped with a highly comprehensive 
avionics fit, including TACAN, blind flying 
instrumentation, IFF, VHF and UHF 
although customisation to client's 
specification was also possible. Wingtip fuel 
tanks became a standard fit, bringing total 
fuel to 1,100kg, while the central pylon of 
the three under each wing incorporated a 
'wet' point for a further external tank. For 
weapons training, or its secondary role as 
light attack aircraft, it can carry a total of 
2,040kg of external stores. MM.54439 was 
the first aircraft delivered to AMI in January 
1979 and was, in fact, a modified example to 
evaluate its use for the Gruppo Pattuglia 
Acrobatica Nazionale (PAN), more 
commonly known as 'Frecce Tricolori', 
whose Fiat G.91s were showing their age. 

MM.54438 introduced the type to official 
airforce service in August 1979, joining the 
Scuola Volo Basico Iniziale su Aviogetti 
(Initial Basic Jet Flying School) at Lecce. This 
was to be followed by a further 102 examples 
by July 1998 while 19 MB.339ADs 
(MM.54439 already mentioned, MM.54473, 
MM5475-54483, MM. 54484- 5448 6, 
MM.54536, MM.54537, MM.54551 and 
MM.54552) were built specifically for the 
Italian national aerobatic team. Later, 
MM.54445, MM.54500 and MM.54517 were 
converted from standard MB.339As to AD 
standard to make up for attrition. These 
aircraft had their wingtip tanks removed and 
smoke-generating equipment added. 
External fuel tanks attached to the central 
pylon are used for ferrying - and removed

'Frecce' went operational on the type in 1982 
and achieved immediate success everywhere, 
and still do to this very day. 

Four aircraft were converted from AMI 
MB.339s for Radiomisure (radio calibration) 
and were assigned to the 8a Squadriglia of 
the 14° Stormo RM based at Pratica di Mare 
until withdrawn in the late '80s and 
reconverted to normal training standard. 

Exports Macchis 

Not quite as successful as the previous 
MB.326 in export sales, the MB.339 still 
achieved considerable success when one 
considers that many potential customers 
were still happy to cling to its faithful, 
sturdy predecessor. Early interest was 
expressed by Argentina with the acquisition 
often MB.339ABs for its Aviation Naval de 
I' Armada (naval air wing). The first, 
cn.6624, was delivered in November 1980. 
These aircraft were assigned to the la Esc. 
Aeronaval deAtaque (0761-0770 coded 4-A- 
1 10 to -1 19 respectively). After more than 
ten years, the last example was bought back 
in 1991 and, in cooperation with Lockheed 
and Hughes it was modified to meet the 
United States Air Force (USAF) and United 
States Navy (USN) requirement for a Joint 
Primary Aircraft Training System (JPATS). 
Cn.6633 was thus converted to serve as the 
AerMacchi-Lockheed T-Bird II 
demonstrator bearing civil registration I- 
RAIB and then the American N339L. Fitted 
with a 4,000lb.st Viper 680-582 engine it 
took to the air on April 8, 1992. Choice of 
the Raytheon Beech Mk.II brought this 
project to an end in June 1995. 

The Argentine MB.339s saw operational 
service during the Falklands War; on the 
official announcement of the landings by 
Argentine forces on April 2, 1982, the 
MB.339s were repainted in camouflage on 
the upper surface while the undersides 
remained in white. The first two MB.339As 
landed at the Malvinas — as the Falklands 
Islands are referred to by the Argentinians 
— on April 23, 1982 while their first official 
operational sortie was carried out on May 3. 
Capitan Molteni and Teniente de Fregata 
Benitez were ordered to intercept a British 
helicopter carrier reported sailing some 60 
miles offshore but failed to locate the target. 
On return, one of the aircraft suffered a 
heavy landing, and although Benitez ejected 
he was accidentally killed on hitting the 
ground. More MB.339s arrived at Puerto 
Argentino and their main success was 
notched up on May 2 1 when Teniente de 



Navio Owen Crippa flying MB.339A 4-A-l 15 
scored the first hits on the frigate Argonaut y 
causing extensive damage to the ship. Apart 
from the landing accident already 
mentioned, another machine was lost to 
anti-aircraft fire. Three aircraft left behind 
and captured by British forces, were 
discovered in a dilapidated state, as two of 
them had been used as spares to keep the 
others flying. In 40 days of fighting, the 
AerMacchis could only mount some 10 
operations in a theatre which clearly did not 
suit a training machine with such limited 
attack capabilities. 

Second export order came from another 
South American customer, Peru. Between 
November 1981 and August of the following 
year, 16 MB.339AC (452-496) were 
delivered to that country while January 
1983 marked the initial delivery of 12 
MB.339AE to Malaysia (M-34-01 to -12). 
Seven MB.339AGs (431-437) went to Dubai 
as from March 1984, while 12 examples 
were sold to Nigeria (NAF-301 to -312), the 
first MB.339AF being delivered in January 
of 1985. Next in line was Ghana, with four 
examples (G800-GG803), two MB.339AHs 
being delivered in December of 1987, 
another in October 1994 and finally one 
more in March 1995.

The 161st aircraft off the production line 
was modified as MB.339C prototype and 
flew for the first time on December 17, 
1985, bearing civilian registration I-AMDA 
wearing a striking Blue/Grey camouflage 
scheme. The Italian airforce at first opted for 
20 examples and cn.6783 was built to this 
standard. Registered as I-TRON it made its 
first flight on November 8, 1989, but the sole

Anew lease of life was given to the MB.339 
when AerMacchi proposed an upgraded 
version which was generally based on its 
earlier I-GROW demonstrator. It was 
powered by a Viper 680-43 engine of 
4,400lb.st, featured enlarged tip tanks and a 
substantially improved avionics suite. This 
includes a Litton LR80 twin-gyro inertial 
platform, GEC Avionics 620K TACAN system, 
GEC AD-660 Doppler velocity sensor, Kaiser 
Sabre Head Up Display (HUD) and Weapons 
Aiming Computer, stores management 
system, FIAR/Ericsson P.0702 laser 
rangefinder in the nose, Aeritalia multi-

purchaser of this version was New Zealand, 
as replacement of the BAC Strikemasters 
then in service. Deliveries of 18 MB.339CBs 
(NZ6460-6477) to that country began in 
March 1991 and ended in December 1993; 
the third machine in this block, NZ6462 
was, in fact, I-TRON which was converted to 
CB standard. These aircraft went to N° 14 
Squadron based at Ohakea. 

Recognising the sound basis of the new 
version, the AMI decided to go for a more 
dedicated version, awarding AerMacchi a 
contract to provide the MB.339C with a 
secondary military role enabling it to carry 
and launch the OTO Melara Marte 2A anti- 
shipping missile in conjunction with launch 
data provided by Atlantic 1 maritime recce 
aircraft. A converted MB.339A was used for 
trials with this weapon system, which began 
on April 24, 1991 at the Salto di Quirra firing 
range in Sardinia. This version is powered by 
a Viper 632-43, and its electronics suite is 
even more sophisticated than that envisaged 
for the original 339C, based on a MIL-1553B 
digital databus. Among other things this 
includes an Electronic Flight 
Instrumentation System (EFIS) cockpit with 
Hands On Throttle and Stick (HOTAS) 
controls, wide angle HUD and three Multi- 
Function liquid-crystal displays. 

A converted MB.339A in this form flew 



for the first time on April 24, 1996. 
Originally the AMI had intended to upgrade 
and modify existing MB.339As; instead it 
opted for the acquisition of 15 new-build 
MB.339CDs (MM.55062-55076), the first 
example (MM.55062) joining AMI service 
in June 1997, with deliveries to the 61° 
Stormo at Lecce being completed in July 
1998. The only export order for this version 
consisted of six examples for Eritrea (ERAF- 
404 to -409) which were delivered between 
December 1996 and December 1997. 

A single-seat derivative of the MB.339 
seemed to make sense but unfortunately 
failed to materialise. Flying for the first time 
on May 30, 1980, the aircraft featured a 
redesigned nose section armed with a pair of 
30mm DEFA cannon with 150 rounds per 
gun (rpg) faired into the fuselage and wing 
root. Its uprated Viper 680-43, which provided 
an additional 450lb.st, improved the aircraft's 
performance in all parameters. Designated 
MB.339K 'Veltro 2', the prototype (I-BITE) 
was built as a private venture originally 
powered by the standard Viper 632-43, the 
upgraded engine being installed later. 

Increased space in the forward fuselage 
permitted more space for avionics, including 
an integrated nav/attack system, stores 
management system and weapon aiming 
computer, apart from an auxiliary fuel tank. 
Notwithstanding extensive marketing and 
years of development, the 339K failed to 
achieve any orders and the programme was 
abandoned. However, experience gained 
from it must have served AerMacchi well 
when it came to develop the 'C series. 

A walk round the real thing, as I had the 
pleasure to do on several occasions, gives 
the impression of a clean and business-like, 
though compact, aircraft. There's AerMacchi 
experience written all over it, and I believe 
that it has achieved all that was expected of 
it, and possibly more. It could very well be 
that its direct competitor is not to be found 
in any of the larger advanced trainers, such 
as the Hawk or Alphajet, but in the 
durability and strength built into its 
predecessor, the MB.326, which is still flying 
in many parts of the world. As they say, 
that's a different story, and one worth 
considering for the future.

part of the aircraft's story; and 
indeed, it is the detail that 
makes the model come alive to 
reveal the human drama beyond the mere 
rendering of an object. Not only is the 
working space tight, but the modeller must 
compensate for the construction materials 
themselves by creating interior features as 
they appear in a scale appropriate to their 
setting. So this B-24 project was an on-going 
research project from beginning to end. 

I began with the idea that the B-24D is 
one of the few aircraft where one can stand 
at several vantage points from the nose to 
the tail, and most particularly through the 
bomb bay, and view every significant 
interior feature of the air-plane. The B-24 is 
a large airplane that even in l/72nd scale 
would allow me to fully develop the kind of 
detail I wished to bring to it, and the 
viewable crew stations and large, open 
wheel bays in the wing simply beg for 
additional detailing. 

Surprisingly, my biggest problems lay in 
getting good, accurate information. Books 
detailing exterior finish and nose art are 
legion, and here and there are photographs 
of cockpits and other crew compartments. 
The only currently published work that 
addresses these matters in any reasonable 
detail is the B-24D Flight Manual, which 
proved to be an invaluable resource. Note, 
however, that the structural members 
depicted may not be in evidence on the 
model, if, as on most combat aircraft, they 
were entirely concealed beneath the snap-on 
quilted padding common to many 
American multi-engine aircraft. 

The Kit 

As kits go, the Minicraft B-24 kits are 
accurate in outline, dimension, and in their 
depiction of detail features. The few 
exceptions I note are for the most part 
minor. Well engineered, the various 
components come together with minimal 
need for filling and sanding. The only area

of any significance that requires filling is the 
joint where the forward fuselage meets the 
main fuselage beneath the flight deck. Some 
concessions were made to manufacturing 
necessity, but overall the kit and its B-24 
stable-mates have no competition. 
Regrettably, those areas in which Minicraft 
skimped, the after-market products 
industry has not seen fit to supplement. 
Only one manufacturer, Eduard, has seen fit 
to develop and market detail sets for the 
flight deck, gun turrets and bomb bay. 
These, and other sets from Squadron and 
True Details are discussed below. 

Construction 

Allow me to say at the outset that this was 
one project where a well-calculated 
sequence of work was not laid out and 
followed. Far from it. Some work I re-did as 
new information became available or 
because I was only then mastering new 
methods and techniques. As it happened, 
work progressed on several fronts at once, 
with test fitting on-going at all times. After 
the model is painted is no time to discover 
that the landing gear struts do not quite fit.

On this project I took advantage of power 
tools to shape and fit various components. 
Ordinarily I avoid electric drills, grinders 
and the like because they generate excessive 
heat (after a second or two your grinding bit 
is immersed in a blob of molten plastic) and 
they generate too much torque. And, 
Murphy's Law ("That which can go wrong 
inevitably will, and usually at the worst 
possible time) applies in spades; one 
inadvertent slip, or the grinder bit catches 
the plastic in the wrong way, and the kit you 
just spent £20 on buys the farm. I was 
pleasantly surprised, however, to discover 
that some electric tools do indeed make a 
significant difference, making the job easier 
without risking damage to the work or 
having to mortgage the family home. For 
example, several items I purchased from 
Micro-Mark (340 Snyder Avenue, Berkeley 
Heights NJ 07922-1595; Telephone 
908.464.6764; Fax 908.464.9383) made 



reciprocating micro power sander (Catalog 
#81266) which, if carefully used, permits one 
to set-sand seams in a fraction of the 
normal time, and with much less risk of 
damaging something from excessive 
pressure. I used 400 and 600 grade wet'n'dry 
automotive sandpaper. I discovered that I 
could use double-sides tape to fix the 
sandpaper to the snap-in sanding tips. These 
could be dipped in a small dish of water and 
detergent. Even better, 3M Corporation 
markets a sponge-like double-sided 
mounting tape, which is just about perfect 
for the job. The tape provides sufficient 
cushioning so that sandpaper remains 
usable for longer periods of time, and helps 
to avoid flat spots on curved surfaces. As the 
machine reciprocates at about 6,000 rpm 
only a very light touch is needed. I found the 
tool particularly useful in reducing panel 
lines and joints sealed with gap-filling 
cyano. The Wahl Mini Sander/Filer (Catalog

short work of some very sticky problems. By 
far the most useful for scratch-building and 
fitting was a pen-sized engraving tool 
(Catalog #15231) that accepts standard 
engraving cutters using 3/32in. shanks. This 
was invaluable in removing excess stock and 
for detailed shaping of custom parts needed 
to complete the model. Unlike Dremel tools, 
heat build-up is not a major problem, and 
you have finer-tip control for short bursts of 
cutting power. Again, a light touch is 
essential, and as the bit turns clockwise, it is 
a good idea to move the tool from right to 
left so as not to snag open ends, lest the tool 
ratchet itself around to the other side 
leaving a line of tracks gouged into the 
plastic. Micro-Mark also sells a mini-chuck 
with a 3/32in. shank that will accept fine 
wire drills. You can either insert the chuck 
into the engraving tool or hold the shank 
between your fingers. 

Another highly useful tool is a 



#81065 or #81277) is also useful where hand 
sanding may cause indentations from 
uneven finger pressure, as when removing 
cast resin parts from their backing. I can 
almost hear the grumbling among those 
who view this as typical American 
gimmickry, and I sympathise, but consider 
this, the price of a decent kit has gone 
stratospheric in the past two decades, and 
with all the new after-market products 
available, the cost of doing a first-rate job 
has hit us all deeply in the pocket. That 
having been said, it follows that an 
investment in good tools, even if a bit pricey, 
can be amortised over a period of years, and 
we still do a much better job than before. 

I also experimented with moulds and 
resin castings. This involved something of a 
learning curve, with some efforts successful, 
others less so. I spent many evenings just 
making part masters for future casting with 
the idea that it's a whole lot easier to spend

time doing a first-rate job on the master, 
rather than a fair-to-good job on the first 
one, and middling work on the remainder, 
simply out of boredom from the repetition. 
This particular project required one-piece 
open face moulds, as virtually all of the 
castings had at least one flat side, or, as in 
the case of the oxygen bottles, the mould 
was flexible enough to allow the casting to

be removed without damage to either one 
(Photo 1). The nice thing about having these 
moulds is that they are available for future 
projects, like the five other B-24 kits I have 
in storage. 

Another technique I use is to impregnate 
photocopies of drawings with resin, which 
has the effect of stiffening them while at the 
same time making them resistant to 
distortion, snagging or tearing from cutting 
or from repeated use (Photo 22). To do this I 
generally mix a drop or two of resin and 
catalyst together on the paper drawing and 
work it in with a metal spatula. The resin 
cures in about three minutes. This 
technique also offers the possibility of 
making certain features from paper card 
stock which when impregnated with resin 
assume a styrene like character and which 
can be fixed in place using cyano. 

The following description of work is by 
functional area rather than by specific 
sequence of construction. 



Cockpit 

The instrument panel, centre pedestal 
details, as well as switch boxes, etc. were 
from Eduard. I used the older and larger 
instrument panel, rather than the newer 
one that comes on the B-24J aircraft set. 
This is definitely the more accurate, but is 
too wide to fit comfortably into the cockpit 
forward of the control pedestal. Getting an 
acceptable fit involved carefully grooving 
out cockpit sidewalls to minimal thickness 
to accommodate the panel, and thinning 
out the panel shroud to about .010 inch. 
The control panel itself is slightly reduced 
in width by judicious sanding. I also 
simulated the cup-like instrument backings 
as these can be seen from the nose, at least 
in the D model. 

The centre console was made using the 
B-24 Flight Manual and the USAAF 
instructional video as references, and the 
Eduard trim wheels and power quadrant. I 
also put in the sliding tracks on which the 
rudder pedals move. Using castings of the 
switchboxes, I located them in their 
appropriate places. I made simulated quilted 
padding from household aluminium foil. 
Using plastic sheets of simulated corrugated 
metal roofing that I obtained from a model 
railroad shop I pressed a cross-hatched 
quilted texture onto the foil at about 30° off 
vertical, using light and variable pressure to 
achieve this effect (Photo 2 & 3). The foil was 
then bonded to a heavy model aircraft flying 
tissue paper called silkspan (but teabag 
paper will also do nicely) using artists gesso. 
This allowed the foil to be handled and cut 
to fit, using patterns I made from bond 
paper. I used cyano to glue the foil to the 
cockpit sidewall. The colour of the padded 
sidewalls may be either a light grey or a 
reddish beige. I chose the latter for this 
aircraft as it matched the colours shown in 
the USAAF instructional film. 

The pilot's overhead switchbox and cables 
were made from cast resin, as were parts for 
the radio equipment and furnishings. Most of 
the parts were modelled from USAAF flight 
and maintenance manuals (Photo 4). Pilot's 
cockpit seats were modified kit parts with 
resin or metal seat belts (Photo 5). Rudder 



pedals came from Eduard, and the pilots' 
control wheels were originally modified kit 
parts but were later replaced with resin and 
wire ones, because even when modified the 
kit parts are grossly out of scale. For absolute 
purists, early model B-24D aircraft used a 
oval-shaped control wheel rather than the 
more familiar two-handled yoke common to 
other aircraft of the era. The rims were easy 
enough to make by wrapping 28 gauge wire 
around a shaped form, making a twist-knot 
at the bottom, soldering the joint, and 
carefully trimming the knot away. The spokes 
and shaft were made by making a plastic 
master, and a putty mould, and pouring resin 
in around a wire shaft. Getting them all 
together was rather fussy, but when finished, 
was quite effective.

An inverted vee-shaped structural frame 
separates the radio compartment and pilots' 
area at the point where the step occurs. This 
was simulated by .020 sheet plastic. One 
edge of the vee follows the angle at the rear 
of the cockpit enclosure, joining the vertical 
leg at about the level of the lower edge of the 
enclosure. 

I also made the compass, extinguishing 
switches on cockpit combing and windshield 
as these are readily visible from the outside, 
and armour plate behind seats came from 
.015 sheet plastic. Oxygen hoses came from a 
steel-wrapped guitar string, accurately 
simulating flexible rubber hose (Photo 6). 

The canopy enclosure came from the 
Squadron B-24D set (without the bulged 
side windows), as did the nose enclosure. 
The interior framing of the canopy is rather 
heavy and quite visible from the outside. I 
simulated it from 1mm Chartpack tape 
superglued to the interior of the canopy. 
This was painted black (Photo 7). The 
outside frames were overlaid with strips of 
painted decal film matching the exterior 
finish. When finished each clear part was 
dipped in acrylic floor polish and allowed to 
dry in a dust-free environment (Photo 7 A). 

A major difficulty surfaced as the canopy 
and in particular the clear nose enclosure,

were cemented onto the fuselage. As 
moulded, the fit of these products is 
reasonably good, but not nearly as it should 
be. A grooved joint should be made at the 
forward edge of the canopy to ensure a close 
fit. The rear and bottom edges of the canopy 
have a tendency to curl inward, creating an 
obvious gap. I filled the joint with gap-filling 
cyano in small increments using accelerator 
to simultaneously harden the glue as it was 
applied. The joint was then filed smooth, 
polished and re-painted. Ordinarily I might 
have attached the canopy first and avoided 
the need to re-do the painting at the joint, 
but the canopy assembly is rather delicate, 
and with all the handling that models get 
when painted, the greater risk was that I 
would irrevocably damage the canopy then. 

Radio Compartment 

I scratchbuilt the SCR 287A radio 
transmitters and receiver, operator's table 
and related equipment from cast resin. The 
coffee urn, vertical fuel gauges and flight 
engineer's panel were made from sheet 
plastic. The Eduard seat from the B-24J set 
was used with a resin cushion and metal 
seatbelts; and the top gun turret seat and 
ammunition box was modified Eduard 
brass. I also wired the interior spaces with 
micro light bulbs, with lights in the nose, 
bomb bay and aft fuselage connected to a 
socket behind the nose wheel opening. The 
Flight Engineer's emergency access was 
opened, with a hatch cover made from 
plastic sheet and glued in place.

Top Turret 

Squadron astrodome, True Details 
ammunition belt and scratchbuilt gunsight 
were used (Photo 8). I also used the 
Eduard etched-metal gun barrel cooling 
jackets wrapped around l/32in. stainless 
steel tubing (at some point I will replace 
them with resin gun barrels I made for the 
flexible waist guns because the six lines of 



cooling holes machine gun more closely 
resemble MG 17 gun cooling jackets, rather 
than the Browning .50 calibre used by the 
USAAF). The curved brass ammunition 
boxes are accurate, and the seat is 
acceptable but the stirrup bar at the 
bottom should be replaced with soft wire. 
The Warbird Tech Series #1, 'Consolidated 
B-24 Liberator' has a good drawing of the 
turret mechanism. In all cases, I annealed 
the brass with a small gas-fired hand torch 
to remove stiffness and allow easier 
forming. In some cases, bends were 
reinforced by soldering. The turret frame 
was highlighted with Chartpak tape on the 
inside painted black.

Machine Guns 

The Minicraft hand-held Browning 0.5in. 
machine guns are under-sized; in point of 
fact, they should be about twice their size. 
Eduard's B-24J update fret includes parts 
for the gun receiver sides with and without 
gun handles, gun mounting brackets and 
trunions, perforated gun barrel sleeves, and 
rear gun sights, and within the limits of 
etched-metal technology, they do a 
reasonable job. The problem is that when all 
of this is assembled, the end result doesn't 
really look right. For that reason I decided to 
make masters for resin copies. I started with 
an Italeri gun left over from a B-25 project 
some years past. This was closer in size to 
what I needed, but more importantly the 
gun handles at the rear were better than any 
other I have seen. I re-made the barrel using 
l/16in. brass tubing, drilling 10 cooling 
holes on alternating sides at 1.5mm 



intervals. I was aided by having Letraset 
10% Half-tone Plastic Film to use as a 
marker. The film has parallel lines set at 
27.5 to the inch, and at l/72nd scale, this 
calculates to about 3.5 scale inches between 
lines. Wrapping the film around the tube 
with enough excess so that the film will 
stick to itself, I marked out the cooling hole 
locations with a sharp knife. These I then 
deepened with a file, using a sharp awl to 
mark the centres for drilling. In an 
operation like this, a drill press is essential 
to maintain vertical alignment, and a clamp 
or pin vise to hold the tubing rigidly in 
place. I was then able to drill completely 
through, so that holes on opposite sides of 
the tube lay parallel, equidistant from each 
other, and alternating with two other lines 
of holes laying at 90 degree angles parallel 
from each other (Photo 13). When drilling 
was completed I inserted a l/32in. rod 
inside the perforated outer sleeve. Once the 
master was complete I made a one piece 
silicon rubber mould, making sure that the 
tip of the barrel exited outside the mould to 
allow air to escape and to minimise voids. 
As I poured resin into the mould, I used a 
silicon rubber pad and gentle pressure to 
force resin completely through the barrel 
cavity. After the guns were removed from 
the mould I cleaned off excess resin and 
removed unwanted resin from the 
underside of the gun brackets. When the 
guns were complete I inserted charging 
handles made from bent wire into the front 
ends of the bolt slides, and I installed the

rear gun sights (Photo 9). All the foregoing 
seems to be a lot of work for small gain, but 
indeed the effect is striking and especially 
in the nose and waist where the guns are the 
focal point of one's attention. 

Of equal importance to the machine 
guns were their ammunition feed tracks. 
These are flexible linked assemblies opened 
at the top, and are typically omitted as they 
extend from ammunition storage boxes to 
the guns in wide, uneven arcs that are 
difficult to mould from styrene plastic. The 
Eduard set includes pieces that when bent 
to shape make effective looking tracks, but 
they are too short and lack the proper 
'hang'. Of course white metal can be used, 
but there is a better way. I made a master 
from a short length of channel-shaped 
styrene and glued in an equal length of 0.30 
calibre ammunition from a True Details set. 
I then made a one-piece silicon rubber 
mould into which I poured three or four 
drops of mixed resin. (In all of my moulds, I 
conserve resin by mixing only a few drops at 
a time in a small plastic cup). Before the 
resin hardens (about 1-2 minutes) I remove 
the excess by skimming it off the top of the 
mould with a metal spatula leaving only 
enough in the mould to fill the depression. 
Within five minutes the resin sets 
sufficiently to be removed from the mould, 
yet it is still flexible enough to bend into the 
desired shape (Photo 10). I would also point 
out that this work was done before the 
fuselage halves were joined together so that 
the length, "hang" and shape of each chute 
could be determined with reasonable 
. certainty. This method worked so well that I 
was able to install resin belts to tie the 
tracks to the interior framework above the 
waist windows. (Doing it the other way 
around involves too much difficulty to even 
contemplate!) 

The ammunition tracks were then 
cemented to the guns using wire 
reinforcement. I first drilled two holes at 
both ends of the shell ejection port on the 
opposite side and carefully cut a shallow 
groove between them. After inserting soft 
wire through the holes to the opposite side I 
attached the track with cyano, thus assuring 
a strong bond. This was important because 
insertion of the completed gun assemblies 
involved placing a certain amount of stress 
on the glued joint (with the bends and 
curves of the ammunition tracks, things 
never line up exactly right). The end results 
quite convincingly simulate the weight and

sag ammunition belts actually had. My only 
complaint is that the guns and ammunition 
tend to obscure the other detail in the 

compartment. This procedure worked for all 
flexible guns, including those in the nose 
enclosure. The nose guns have a peculiar 
sideways lay, with the ammunition chutes 
spiralling around and attached to the cabin 
roof by a hook, and with the rear of the 
guns suspended from the top of the clear 
enclosure by tensioning straps. Again, with 
these components made before the fuselage 
was assembled, all of the guesswork was 
removed and the result is highly realistic. 



of time filling and sanding the forward edge 
of the nose trying to get a smooth fit. 
Ultimately, all surfaces fit except one in the 
upper right corner, which stood slightly 
proud of the fuselage at the joint, but I was 
able to use gap-filling cyano to create a vee- 
shaped fillet that extended back to the 
navigator's side window. When cured it was 
polished down and panel lines were re- 
scribed (Photo 12A). A word of caution. As 
this work necessarily occurs after the 
machine guns in the nose are installed, the 
key to success is to remove the gun barrels, 
bore out their respective joints with a wire

Nose Compartment 

Construction is similar to cockpit (N.B. the 
raised step at the front was removed). Other 
details include resin/wire bomb sight, 
bombardier's console, kneeling pad, and 
equipment, navigator's table, lamp, map 
case and equipment; resin machine guns 
and ammunition tracks. Squadron nose 
glazing and astrodome. I also included 
bomb door and bomb release levers, space 
heater, lattice screen between nose and 
cockpit areas (N.B. there is no 'true' 
bulkhead between the nose and cockpit) 
'canvas' screen between nose and nose 
wheel compartment (Photos 1 1 & 12). 

Attaching the clear nose enclosure 
required the same type of effort I describe 
with the cockpit canopy. Unfortunately the 
fit on the nose is more problematic, and 
much to my chagrin, the mating surfaces do 
not all line up precisely. This is indeed a 
trap for the unwary, and I spent a great deal

drill and install the gun breeches and 
ammunition tracks first, again using steel 
wire as a locating pin. The gun barrels were 
replaced when the model is nearing 
completion, as one would do with antennas, 
pitot tubes, etc. This has the added

advantage of the wire absorbing stray 
movement from bumping or handling. I 
suggest that the sequence of work would be 
to do the nose first, followed by the cockpit, 
and only then install the astrodome and 
upper gun turret (Photo 13). 

Nose Wheel Bay 

This includes an inward retracting nose 
wheel doors, and welded truss nose wheel. 
Specific details include the hydraulic piston 
raising and lowering gear. In B-24D 
aircraft, nose wheel doors retract upward 
and to either side while remaining parallel 
with the fuselage underside (Photo 14). It 
is easy to see why the system was changed 
in the H and later models as in their 
retracted position, the doors make moving 
personnel and equipment to and from the 
nose more than a minor nuisance while at 
the same time putting the retracting 
mechanism at risk. 

As designed the kit calls for the nose 
wheel compression strut to be glued to a 
solid arm extending from a short bulkhead 
at the rear of the compartment. In the actual 
aircraft, this bulkhead exists in a much 
abbreviated form, and the extended nose 
wheel support is actually a welded steel truss 
that pivots at the bottom and has two folding 
struts at the top, allowing the gear to retract 
(Photo 15). This was difficult to simulate 
because the truss could not be placed around 
the support arm. I solved the problem by 
cutting away the arm at both sides leaving 
the top, bottom and front end to take the 
compression strut, while a scratchbuilt truss 
was fixed in place on either side. Gap filling 
cyano was liberally applied to the lower rear 
portion of the truss-bulkhead joint, and the 
truss itself provides the necessary rigidity. I 
used the Eduard torque links for the main 
and nose landing gear, although I am 
experimenting with soldered brass or wire 
links for future projects. 

If one wishes, the kit nose wheel/mudflap 



assembly can be used as is but as I intended 
to use the True Details nose wheel, I 
preferred to remove the mudguard by 
carefully undercutting where it overlaps the 
wheel, thin it down by judicious scraping, 
and detail it by adding cross-wise stiffeners. 
The effect was very convincing. Be 
forewarned. The kit nose wheel and the real 
aircraft share a common weakness and to 
my great unhappiness, the nose wheel had 
the bad grace to disconnect itself from the 
remainder of the undercarriage assembly 
soon after it was installed. The solution (and 
this is easily done) is to drill upwards 





14. Nose wheel doors in the retracted position. 
Also visible is the nose wheel mudguard with 
yellow painted structural members above and 
behind it 



through the wheel, mud flap and 
compression strut (it cannot be seen) and 
insert a length of l/32in. hard brass rod and 
anchor it to the roof of the nose with cyano. 
I would recommend doing this from the 
start as the compression strut is inherently 
weak and cannot take stress.

This is the main instrument panel of the VII 
serie airframe. Note the rearview mirror in the 
upper section of the windscreen. The reflector 
gunsight dominates the top of the instrument 
panel and to the left of this is a compass. To 
the right of the gunsight is a clock, and to' 
the left of the compass is an altimeter. On 
the far left of the instrument panel you 
can see the undercarriage selection 
lever and above this are the fuel 
pressure gauge, oil pressure 
gauge, electric fuel indicator, 
RPM indicator and supercharger 
pressure gauge. The lever to 
the right of this panel is the 
fuel filter control cock. In the 
main panel below the 
gunsight are (I to r), airspeed 
indicator, turn & slip indicator, 
vertical speed indicator and 
artificial horizon. The small

Colour Notes 

The interior of the Macchi C.202 was 
basically an 'interior green' similar to 
FS 34258. The instrument panel 
sections are a very dark grey, and have 
the 'crinkle' finish more associated with 
USAF aircraft of this period. The 
instrument faces are black with the 
pointers and numerals in a cream 
colour. The trim tab wheel is aluminium, 
with a black ring, while the 
undercarriage and flap panel on the 
port side and the throttle box are bare 
aluminium. The oxygen regulator and 
oxygen bottles are also bare metal, 
while the rudder kick-plates and entire 
pilot's seat are bare aluminium. The 
seat harness is a dark tan colour and 
soon gets dirty, while the gunsight is 
gloss black with the crash pad in 
red/brown leather

The B.E.2 during military trials and as the 
B.E. 2a in RFC service is covered, along with a 
detailed look at all the development trials 
carried out on the design and the final B.E. 
2b/c/d versions used in the RFC. The 
development of the B.E. 2d, e, f & g is covered 
with a brief look at the markings carried by 
these types. The B.E. 12 is next and this is 
followed by chapter three which looks at the 
R.E.8. All versions leading up to this design: 
R.E. 1, 2, 3, 5 & 7, are covered and this is 
followed by details of the production and 
service use of the 'Harry Tate'. The F.E.2 series

Once again this title comes in a 25cm x 18cm 
format, but has 1 04 pages of contents and a 
laminated card cover. 

The story of the Bf 1 10 is well known, but 
most seem to concentrate on the failure of the 
type in the Battle of Britain, or its late-war use 
as a night fighter. This title however deals with 
all aspects of the Bf 1 10 and the aces that flew 
it. The text starts with the successes achieved 
with the type in Poland, during the 'Phoney 
War' period, Scandinavia and France and the 
Low Countries. All of this is well illustrated 
with black and white photographs, as well as 
detailed lists of the Bf 1 10 units operating in 
those campaigns. The next section looks at the 
failure of the type in its Zestorer role during 
the Battle of Britain and it is within this 
section that you come across the colour 
profiles. These consist of thirty-one side views 
of Bf 1 10s and six profiles of famous Bf 1 10 
aces. After this the steady decline of the Bf 1 10 
in the Zestorer role is covered during the 
Balkans campaign, the Mediterranean and 
North Africa and, of course, the Eastern Front. 
By this stage in the type's history, it had been 
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relegated to night fighter work and its Zestorer 
role had been taken by the Me 210/410. The 
final use of the type was for the defence of the 
Reich and this is covered within the final 
section of this title with good illustrations of 
the rocket-armed G series airframes used in 
this role. The appendices offer a full set of 
1 /96th scale plans of the C-4, as well as scale 
side views of the B-l, D-l/RR, D-l/Rl, D-3 
and G-2/R3.

This is the first in a new four-part series 
covering the camouflage and markings of 
the Luftwaffe. The title is beautifully 
presented with combined colour and mono 
coverage on every page and a mass of colour 
side profiles. This deals with the birth of the 
Luftwaffe fighter force and covers the 1919 to 
1938 period. The first sections deals with the 
effects of the Treaty of Versailles and the 
wholesale destruction of the German Air 
Force after WWI. This is followed by a look 
at the Rhon gliding competitions and the 
first colour illustration is that of the Udet 
12a (Spezial) flown by Ernst Udet. Flying in 
the 1922 to 1932 period is covered next, and 
in this section you have colour profiles of 
two Fokker D.XIIIs. The arrival of the Nazi 
Party in 1932 changes the situation in 
Germany and the clandestine reconstruction 
of a fighter air arm is covered. Clear 
illustrations of the August 1936 regulations 
on markings for aircraft and airships are of 
great use to modellers and this section is 
followed by a detailed look at all the aircraft 
operated by the new fighter arm of the 
Luftwaffe during the 1933 to 1938 period.
